To them we all owe thanks and they in 
turn will feel amply repaid if you are pleased with the results and 
often refer to this book written about you and your comrades 
who have come to be so close to each other in the one big cause.

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STORV Of THE BATTflLIOIl 


Shortly after the disaster of Pearl Harbor, there was 
born into the Navy a new organization known as Con- 
struction Battalions. For this organization the name "Sea- 
bee" developed, a play on the initial letters of the words 
"Construction Battalions." Artists were set to work to 
develop an insignia and the flying bee with hammer in 
one hand and machine gun in the other became the iden- 
tifying insignia. 

These units were conceived because of the fact that 
civilian construction men under the terms of international 
law were not able to bear arms and the Navy, foreseeing 
that armed, organized builders were to be needed in 
this all-out struggle, recruited experienced artificers to 
train them to be active participants in the war. These 
men were to be given military training which embodied 
fundamental rules, defensive and offensive tactics, dis- 
cipline and organization. Volunteers quickly joined this 
new organization and in May, 1942, preparations were 
made to organize one battalion a week and train them 
at Camp Allen, Naval Construction Training Center, lo- 
cated at the Naval Operating Base at Norfolk, Virginia. 

On June 7, 1942, just six months after Mr. Jap's furtive 
attack on Pearl Harbor, there poured into Camp Allen 
a husky, homesick, civilian-clothed but Navy-sworn group 
of volunteers who had heeded Uncle Sam's call for 
trained men and had eagerly enlisted for "overseas" 
duty. 

The first greeting was a muster in which a caution not 
to listen to "scuttlebutt" and "to hear nothing, see noth- 
ing and do just what you are told" was given. 

We filed from muster into a column and here began 
our ordeal. Bedding and its accompanying paraphernalia 
were the first items, and the most cumbersome to man- 
age, that were distributed to us. After that came the 
seabag. Nobody knew the purpose of it until some old 
salty chief (he had probably come in with the previous 
battalion) explained that we were to stow our gear in 
there. We looked at him in amazement. Then we looked 
at each other and statements, such as "Is this man being 
facetious?" "Is he trying our Navy knowledge?" "Is he 
crazy?" "Stow all your gear in there, it can't be done!" 
were made. One "boot" stepped forward and suggested 
that it couldn't be done. The chief carefully and syste- 
matically rolled the bedding gear in one of the bags and 
within a minute he had proved that it could be done, 
much to our amazement. The majority agreed that it 
would be best to try it when we reached our barracks 
and that was our first error of judgment in the Navy. 

After all the bedding gear had been distributed, the 
chief lined us up to march us to our quarters for bunk 
assignments for the night. With the gear "stached" 


over our heads, under our arms and some in the afore- 
mentioned seabags, we began our march to Unit "A." 
Along the way to add to our misery, "veterans" stood at 
windows and in loud and ridiculing voices shouted "You'll 
be sorry" much to our indignation. After what seemed like 
a five mile hike but in reality was only a quarter of a mile, 
our barracks were reached. With a hustle and bustle, not 
since known to the Navy, we scampered in and each 
of us found a bunk. With the bedding which had so re- 
cently been graciously donated to us, we made our beds 
and in typical civilian fashion fell into them for a pleasant 
Sunday afternoon's respite. 

That afternoon was a restful one but nerve-racking. 
Orders were flying thick and fast for cooks, strikers, mess 
cooks, head captains, head details, carpenters, handymen, 
etc. A man to escape at least one of these details had 
to be a modern Houdini; however, some did. The rest 
of the day, and far into the night, other contingents 
flowed in and the earlier groups, having been initiated, 
gathered at the windows and shouted at them in their 
most ridiculing tone, "You'll be sorry." As the hours 
wore on, salty, unfamiliar expressions were being used. 
The wall was no longer the wall, it was the bulkhead; the 
floor became the deck; meals became chow; your bed 
was the sack, etc. 

The next day we arose at 5:30 a.m., a dastardly hour 
for an old civilian to arise, but inasmuch as the barracks 
had to be cleaned and shining and chow had to be eaten 
before muster time at 7 a.m., we knew we had work to 
do. All hands went to work and the muster was met. It 
was a general muster for 1500 men and the Virginia sun 
shone in all its glory and we sweated and sweltered while 
the platoon assignment of each man was given. The pla- 
toon chiefs were introduced and a brief summary of what 
was to be accomplished was in order. 

Then the board of medical examiners met us. Still be- 
decked in our civvies which by this time had become 
somewhat odorous, we again columnized ourselves and 
prepared for that big moment, the physical exam. It was 
a great experience. We stripped a la Gypsy Rose Lee 
only with not so much formality. We stood before a 
cardboard shipping box and as we removed each piece 
of clothing we dropped it gingerly into the box until at 
last all stood as Nature made us, in our birthday suits. 
In that little room there stood before us, and it's a good 
thing there weren't any mirrors, some of the weirdest, 
unshapely samples of human anatomical distortions that 
ever existed. Barnum and Bailey had searched for years 
through the entire world to round out their show, while 
all they had to do was attend one of these Navy physi- 
cals for the grotesque. There were the skeletons, the 
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obese, the hairy, the bald, the pump-handled shaped, the 
five by fives, etc. 

Then, a potential Leonardo Da Vinci, posing in the 
guise of a Navy pharmacist mate, came along and 
dabbed with mercurochrome a number on the chest of 
each man. It was a blushing and ticklish sensation to 
stand there and be clothed merely in a mercurochromed 
numberl After that we passed through a labyrinth of 
halls: feet examined, specimen made, the hemorrhoid 
test, your heart audited, eyes tested, nose, teeth and 
scalp checked, chest X-rayed, and a few cc of your blood 
stolen. At the opposite end of the halls, jacks of the dust 
distributed clothing to all, shirts, underwear, shoes 
("You'd better get them large-sized, with all the march- 
ing you'll do"), caps, trousers, belts and socks. 

Thus the transition was made. In one door a civilian- 
clad man, out the other door a uniformed military man! 
Back to the barracks we trod with all our extra gear to 
be stowed in the aforementioned seabag. 

Uncle Sam had rustled up some mighty rough athletes 
and had made of them "drill instructors." These boys 
had been used to hitting formidable scrimmage lines with 
full force or playing tirelessly through forty minutes of 
gruelling basketball and were in fighting trim at all times. 
No doubt, as they gazed at each wide-hipped, flabby- 
skinned, tender-hand group of "boots," their teeth 
gnashed and indignation rose within them to show these 
"facsimiles" of men a thing or two about conditioning. 
And this they didl As an introduction they lined us up 
and explained what they expected of us. Preliminary drill 
lasted three hours as various formations for the platoon 
were given. Usually there was at least one man wearing 
two left shoes or walking without the use of his knees. 
This angered the drill masters and they continued the 
drill over a longer period. That first night, with but one- 
half day of drilling, found the boys thoroughly exhausted 
and ready to "crap out" early. No disturbances were 
reported and quiet reigned shortly after evening chow. 

The following morning we were introduced to our first 
inoculatiqn. Ignoring the first warning given them, the 
boys were believing the "scuttlebutt" and each rumor 
grew to such a proportion that some were skeptical as 
to whether they could stand a "shot" in an obscure spot. 
Some of the station force had even convinced the boys 
of the presence of scars in the out-of-sight organ and 
consternation was on the face of the more easily fooled 
as they lined up for the shot. "Doc" Stokes, Red Brady 
and Ralph Braught, pharmacist mates, were on the recep- 
tion committee and delivered the vital blows. Stokes 
would haul back and deliver the blow as if he were driving 
rivets and Red would give a sarcastic "dig" to each man 
telling him to watch the after-effects. The boys who felt 
the "shot" more in their mind than in their arms were soon 
passing out while the others were joining in giving the 
"rib" to the uninitiated. 

The drill masters had no compassion in their hearts. 
Wasn't taking a shot hard enough for one day? We were 


marched out to the dirty, dusty drill fields and walked 
and drilled for miles. Tons of avoirdupois could be seen, 
almost literally, falling around the perimeter of the field, 
and the trim, fit shapes of conditioned men were grad- 
ually taking form. 

Stencilling, the bane of an enlisted man's life, took up 
one full afternoon's work. We were mustered out and 
struggled to a large 40 x 100 warehouse with part of our 
belongings thrown in our seabag and the rest over our 
arms. There, after each individual's name was cut out, our 
belongings were stencilled in strictly regulation fashion. 

Washing was another of our problems. At first, wash- 
ing was viewed lackadaisically but as the dirty clothes 
continued to accumulate and no announcement of laun- 
dry service was made, necessity forced us to become 
veritable "washwomen." With the workouts the special- 
ists were giving us, clothes dirtied quickly and to "lights 
out" time each evening, men could be seen working over 
the scrubbing tables or hanging clothes with clothing 
"stops." Soon it became a cooperative effort and many 
banded together and systematized their procedure so 
that each man performed a perfunctory job in a mini- 
mum of time. However, some unfamiliar with the laundry 
business were having troubles. Chlorox, a whitening 
agent, was used to help in cleaning blue dungarees with 
the result that when the blues were dried, their appear- 
ance simulated Pacific Ocean ships' camouflage. 

During all this period no liberties were granted and 
not until "boot" training was over was anyone allowed 
to leave the confines. This feeling of confinement cre- 
ated a nervous spirit among the men. Even the smell of 
a perfume-scented letter made their hearts flutter. Our 
bodies may have been in Camp Allen but in our leisure 
hours our minds and hearts were home with our sweet- 
hearts, wives, or families, dreaming of moments of fun 
and pleasure. While confinement was none too pleasant, 
the adaptability, versatility and abilities of the boys came 
to the fore as Chief McNary organized entertainment 
hours, boxing bouts and softball leagues. Others resorted 
to the "galloping dominoes" and the different card games 
for their leisure. 

Each day show lines were besieged by a hungry 
group of men. The physical exertion and energy expend- 
ed in the daily routine were factors in the large amount 
of food consumed. A balanced diet to keep the men 
well-conditioned and fit for duty was always the order 
of the day. 

The "shots" became a bi-weekly affair. We must have 
been inoculated for every known disease; typhoid, small- 
pox, yellow fever, lockjaw. Each time we'd line up the 
worriers would be telling how much more severe this one 
would be and each time the worriers were the ones to 
"black out." 

The weekly inspections were the low points for each 
man. Religiously on Saturday mornings, the mops would 
be swashing, the brooms sweeping, the Gl can emptied, 
the bulkheads scrubbed, the bunks meticulously made 
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with stencils on blankets showing the bunkee's name; and 
each Saturday, the goldbraid would walk in and impishly 
find some out-of-the-way place where a bit of dust was 
showing or a pane in the window sash which had a spot 
of bird excretion on it. Result of all this was that we 
spent many more tedious hours struggling in the house- 
wife job of cleaning up and speaking none too gentle- 
manly about goldbraids. 

Those hours of drilling soon developed into hours of 
interesting training in other military arts. Grenade 
throwing, gas mask drills, instruction in the heavier weap- 
ons — machine guns, mortars and sub-machine guns, tests 
in disassembling and reassembling them, extended order 
drills, rifle practice, bayonet practice, etc., all added up 
to make us realize more and more that we were to be 
well-prepared for any eventuality. 

As the days wore on we grew into fit physical speci- 
mens. Horseplay soon became the rule in the barracks 
and keen discipline the rule of the drill field. Among the 
most playful tricks and the one that drew the loudest 
laughter was the hot-foot. The unsuspecting one who 
dared to "crap out" with his shoes on soon felt a sizzling, 
burning feeling around the sole of his foot as the wiry, 
playful ones would creep silently and slowly toward the 
sleeper, insert a match in a solid position in the man's 
shoes, light the match and then sneak away to enjoy the 
laughter as the man awakened from his sleep with a burn- 
ing sensation and in a hurry to remove his shoe. 

Whije all this was happening in Unit "A", at another 
section of the base, the officers were going through their 
paces. Daily morning drills were followed in the after- 
noon by lectures, instruction courses in Navy Customs 
and Regulations, Courts and Boards, Bureau of Personnel 
directives, Organization, Morale and Discipline. Those 
morning sessions of drill and field maneuvers pleased the 
heart of the enlisted men as they saw the toughest men 
the Marines could muster, putting the goldbraids through 
their paces. These Marines were offered the chance of 
a lifetime and they really "poured it on." The main dif- 
ference between the officers' and men's training was that 
the officers were not confined. Except for an occasional 
O.O.D. watch, they had free reign to come and go as 
they pleased. However, study and required reading did 
not permit too much freedom. 

The day all the training had been building up to finally 
arrived and on June 28th, the Battalion dress-parade was 
held. With the officers and chiefs dressed in khaki and 
the men in their white uniforms, leggings, ammunition 
belts and rifles, the Battalion marched from its bar- 
racks to the parade grounds at the opposite end of camp. 
On the parade grounds those long dusty hours of training 
by Uncle Sam's specialists were utilized and there was an 
impressive parade during which the battalion flag and 
colors were presented by Captain J. G. Ware, Com- 
manding Officer of the Training Center, to Lieutenant 
Commander Ernest A. Heckler, who was then tentatively 
assigned as Officer in Charge of the Eleventh Battalion. 


Thus the Eleventh Construction Battalion was formed. 
The "Lucky Eleventh" the painters tagged the battalion, 
and a pair of dice showing an "II" throw became the 
battalion's insignia. The insignia was the creation of 
Howard "H" Briggs, Painter first class, assigned to "A" 
Company. 

The Battalion parade signified the breaking of "boot" 
training and liberty was granted. The steam that had 
accumulated during the three weeks of confinement was 
discarded as the boys went their separate ways for their 
bits of enjoyment. Virginia Beach drew the largest group 
with the attractions of amusement parks, dance halls, 
and other entertainment, plus the not uncommon chance 
of meeting lonely ferns. However, old demon "Rum" 
absorbed much of the thirsty ones' attention. 

Early on the morning of July 1st, Unit "A's" streets 
were packed with personnel and equipment, and truck- 
loads of gear plus busloads of men wended their way 
to the Battalion's new stomping grounds, Camp Bradford, 
located at Little Creek, Virginia, approximately six miles 
from Camp Allen. Here, instead of barracks, a new 
type of living quarters was introduced. Quonset huts 
housing 12 occupants and shaded by stately, shortleafed, 
yellow-pine trees created an enjoyable, cool and restful 
organizing location. Half a mile from the camp was 
the Atlantic Ocean and along the road to the beach, 
more barracks, a rifle range and a training center were 
being constructed. 

It was at this place that the battalion began to take 
shape and the officers formally met and came in closer 
contact with the men. Lt. Comdr. Heckler with his 
Executive Officer, Lt. Herbert J. Hartman, set the 
wheels rolling for a well-knit organization. At this 
time the battalion consisted of 21 officers, 80 chief 
petty officers and 857 men. All the enlisted men had 
just completed the rigorous training period together 
and many close friendships had developed. 

Assigned to lead "A" Company was Lt. Benjamin 
Evans, a University of West Virginia graduate, of Gary, 
Indiana. Assisting him were Lt.(jg) Tom B. Moore, a 
Vanderbilt man, and Ensign William H. Reidelbach of 
Bethlehem, Pa. 

Lt. William H. Young, of Orlando, Florida, was made 
"B" Company Commander and Ensigns J. W. J. Petersen, 
A. E. Patch and Carpenter John M. Page were his aides. 

"C" Company Commander was Lt. Richard P. Strick- 
land, Penn State graduate and resident of "Reader's Di- 
gest-ville" New York. As his assistants Lt. Strickland was 
assigned Lt. (jg) Charles B. Middleton and Ensign Edwin 
F. Kueck. 

"D" Company was led by Lt. Edward K. Bryant, Rens- 
selaer Poly man, and Trenton, N. J., resident, assisted 
by Ensigns William H. Krantz and Scott G. Ladd and 
Carpenter Charles A. Merritt. 

Headquarters Company, a combination of cooks, bak- 
ers, yeomen and specialists, was under the direction of 
Lt.(jg) Alfred J. Roth, Jr. of New Orleans, La., assisted 
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Review at Camp Alien. 


by Carpenter Zannie W. Brantley of Grandin, Florida. 

The Medical Department was led by Lt. Francis R. 
O'Brien and Lt.(jg) Daniel L. Hartman with Lt. Charles 
R. Guthrie as the battalion dentist. At that time one 
Supply Corps officer, Ensign Guy C. Fort, was attached 
to the battalion and acted in the capacity of Supply and 
Disbursing Officer. 

The first serious duty was performed as the platoon 
chiefs were named, company adjutants made and work- 
ing parties formed to discover some of the talents of the 
battalion. Meanwhile, the office force set to work on 
the herculean task of bringing the records up to date 
and of setting up a workable organization. Busloads of 
men were commuting back and forth each day to Camp 
Allen for some advanced schooling in different construc- 
tion practices. Divers were being tested, machine gun 
crews organized, practice landings at Little Creek tried 
out and gun emplacements were being installed in and 
around the beach areas. 

Leave had been a controversial issue from the early 
part of the "boot" training. Arguments had been waged 
on the "pros" and "cons" of the matter and no definite 
precedent had been set for the actual amount of leave 
that would be granted. Exaltation and cheers greeted 
Lt. Hartman's directive that five day leave periods would 
be allowed in the period July 12-22. 

During that time quiet reigned in the camp but upon 
return, final hurried preparations were carried out. The 
last inoculation was given us and extra clothing, shoes 
and other necessities were handed out. Early Sunday 
morning, July 26th, all sea bags were packed and lashed 
to hammocks and piled in monstrous heaps. Noon chow, 
our last chow in Virginia, was served and thanks to the 
commissary stewards, deliciously cooked chicken was 
served and extra helpings were available for the asking. 

At the Diamond Springs railroad station the Camp 
Allen band was on hand to render a tuneful and musical 
exodus for the battalion. After receiving the blessings 
of the Camp Bradford Chaplain, we boarded our trains. 
All trains travelled to Atlanta and from there, branched 
into three separate and distinct routes, arriving at 
Port Hueneme, California in reverse order to their leav- 
ing. The Fred Harvey houses, stopping off places for 
a number of our meals, proved tremendously popular. 
Besides offering good food, these stop-overs gave the 
boys an opportunity to exercise and purchase souvenirs 
at some of the more historic landmarks. Others by de- 
vious means were able to smuggle "bottled delight" 
spirits, which helped the morale immeasurably on the 
journey. At each station, USO workers were on hand 
to supply us with newspapers, books, writing paper and 
to offer various other services. Newton, Kansas, on the 
route of the first train section, was exceedingly friendly 
and for the few hours the train idled there, these people 
practically turned the city over to the boys. 

On Friday, July 31st, our five day trip ended and the 
battalion, minus one member who was removed in Ten- 


nessee for an appendectomy, arrived at Camp Hueneme. 
Comfortably situated, with the mountains as a back- 
ground and facing out to the broad Pacific, Camp Hue- 
neme was gradually being made into one of the large 
embarkation ports. Construction work was underway all 
around the area and when we reached there, but two 
separate units had been completed. We occupied one 
and another Seabee battalion the other. Not too dis- 
tant from the larger cities and bordering on two fast- 
growing towns, Oxnard and Ventura, this spot offered 
to all a full, invigorating climate and an invitation to 
California playland. 

After chowing facilities had been inaugurated, quar- 
ters assigned and daily details given, night liberties on 
an every other day basis were established. In contrast 
to liberty in Virginia, blues were the uniform of the day 
here and with the voluminous attractions of Hollywood 
within reasonable distance, a sizable amount of our per- 
sonnel journeyed to that city for their amusement. 

Meanwhile the Battalion continued its preparations for 
departure and each day further plans were made. Gas 
masks, medical packs and helmets were issued and the 
Battalion supply officer stowed away a sizable amount of 
mosquito netting and head nets, thus giving us a good 
indication of the direction in which we were to travel. 

On the Friday before departure, two Supply Officers 
reported to the Officer in Charge. They were Lt.(jg) 
Philip Street and Ensign J. Davidson Rider and with them 
the Battalion complement of officers rose to 24. There 
were now 77 chief petty officers and 905 enlisted men. 
At this time also there came into our midst a small, 
whining pup. Standing about five inches off the ground, 
small in body and continually whimpering, Gertrude (that 
was her name) had been given as a mascot to Ensign 
Guy C. Fort. Thrown in with a battalion of men, Gerty 
had to start from scratch to make friends and make 
friends she did. Being closely allied to the pay office 
which was receiving quite a run in this liberty-seeking 
location, she soon met all and all took a liking to her. 

August 8th, 9th and 1 0th were hectic days. Liberty 
was uncertain as not until 1500 each day was an an- 
nouncement made as to whether or not our nights 
would be free. Lt. Comdr. Heckler and Lt. Evans had 
been sent to Frisco to pick up equipment, board our 
personnel ship and sail to Hueneme with it. The ship 
was in the midst of degaussing activities so the afore- 
mentioned officers spent three days sailing up and down 
in Frisco Harbor while we awaited word from them. 
Finally over the week-end word came and August I Ith 
found us packing up and preparing for that overseas 
journey. 

Here we were on the brink of adventure. Mingled 
thoughts of optimism and pessimism were on the minds 
of the men. How will we fare? What will be our for- 
tune? 

Slowly and methodically we piled up the gangway of 
the ship with gear on shoulder. We were assigned to 
the various holds and carried our gear to our bunks. 
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Commissary stores, ample for a three months' trip, 
were being stowed in the holds. Warfare commodi- 
ties occupied a large part of the ship. Unassembled 
pontoons took up much of the deck space and a sporty, 
companionable speedboat which, incidentally, was used 
on the voyage for company offices, was placed topside 
over the forward hold. 

This was it! The time for which everyone had been 
organizing and training. 

Everyone was aboard by midnight and the ship was in 
readiness. Betting on the hour of departure became the 
hobby of the idle hours of those who were too excited 
to sleep. At six o'clock on the morning of August 12th 
the anchor was raised and the ship made its way out of 
the harbor. Sailing down the coast of California, a con- 
voy of ships and escort was met and then into the land 
of the unknown with the California shoreline gradually 
slipping further and further into the background until at 
last it was just a faded dream. 

How many of us remember the famed bet of Harry 
Western's? "A sure thing to sail through the Panama 
Canal," he said. Harry bet a small fortune on that 
hunch and that, along with Harry's undoubted way of 
sizing up situations and knowing just where the most 
luxurious surroundings were, was the cause of his landing 
in the ship's Sick Bay. 

The convoy proved an interesting experience for the 
boys. Jockeying in and out of positions, the relative 
location of each ship, the escort vessel roaming from 
side to side, all meant something and many an hour was 
spent in trying to figure the cause of each move. 

The holds were meccas of activity. Bunks piled five 
and six high and an aisle with just enough space for an 
average-sized man to pass through plus the added en- 
cumbrances of packs, bedding rolls and clothing bags 
made for a spot that was busier than Woolworth's Five 
and Ten on a special sale day! It seemed as if one would 
have to go below deck on a schedule as crowds surged 
up and down all day long. Fortunately, SP's were de- 
tailed to keep the men out of the holds as much as pos- 
sible. 

The chow hall was not a busy place for the first few 
days. Many of these boys experiencing their first ocean 
voyage found that their stomachs and the action of the 
waves did not agree, therefore, they thought it better 
not to get any "cookies" to toss. 

Everyone cuddled his "Mae West" (life jacket) and 
wherever one roamed, it was his constant companion. 
The Jap submarine menace was still prevailing and no 
one wanted to take any undue chances. While sleeping, 
the men kept their jackets within easy reach for any 
eventuality. 

As the equator grew nearer and nearer, the tempera- 
ture on board became more stifling. Wind sleeves were 
erected in an effort to bring as much fresh, cool air into 
the ship as possible. Meals were reduced to two a day 
with soup and some fruit as a mid-day collation. 


Walter Pierce of "C" Company, a former college 
coach, instituted physical drill exercises each day in an 
effort to keep the Battalion limbered up. Pierce worked 
tirelessly and energetically for two hours each day as 
five companies were put through their paces. 

"Water, water everywhere" seemed to be the key- 
note of everyone's ideas. Never saw so much water 
in our lives. Doesn't this ocean ever end? But still the 
deep, placid, salty blue continued. 

The nightly blackout was the big inconvenience of 
the trip. Regularly at sundown, all types of lights — 
cigarettes, flashlights, ship lights — were extinguished and 
strict darkness was in order. The boys obeyed this or- 
der thoroughly. Those sundown and sunrise hours were 
tension-bearing ones. At these times, conditions for sub- 
marine strikes were best. As the sun grew stronger or 
the night grew darker, the men's faces showed more ex- 
pression. In those middle hours, though, the men always 
wore a dead-pan. Not only on this particular trip but 
on all trips that condition persisted as it did undoubtedly 
on every ship sailing. 

A week passed by and still no land! 

At the conclusion of that week, the most amusing part 
of the voyage took place. Ninety-nine per cent of those 
aboard were "Pollywogs," much to the pleasure of the 
"Shellbacks." (Some doubt still exists as to whether cer- 
tain of these supposed "Shellbacks" were bona-fide.) By 
way of definition, a "Pollywog" is a person who has never 
crossed the equator; a "Shellback" is an old and expe- 
rienced seadog who has. So it is the duty of every true 
"Shellback" to see that the "Pollywogs" are officially 
initiated into the well-bred society of "Shellbacks." 

On August 19th, Pollywog officers, and that included 
all of our officers, were introduced to King Neptune and 
his cabinet. Who can ever forget the cabinet as it sat 
gaily bedecked in kingly and court regalia — mop whiskers, 
horn rims without glass, pitchforks, and with all the un- 
dignity they possessed. Chief "Pop" Ott, pudgy and 
salty, was the Battalion's King Neptune, with rotund, red- 
faced Chief Trenaman as his scribe. Other dyed-in-the- 
wool "Shellbacks" and members of the King's cabinet 
were Ed Eklund, A. K. Jones, Frank T. Cadarr, Lon Morris, 
Tudhope, Wilkins and A. B. Gross. 

Among his assignments, Lt. Comdr. Heckler was sen- 
tenced to KP duty and few of those who tasted their 
hamburger that night knew that a Civil Engineer had 
constructed without pad or pencil the rotundity of that 
meat ball. Lt. Strickland was assistant KP man and he 
too made remarkable progress in the culinary line. Mean- 
while, Lt. Hartman, being a USN man, was in for con- 
siderable ribbing by King Neptune and his cabinet. They 
set a heavy pace for him but he proved to be a good 
sport and carried through good-naturedly. 

The next day, the men appeared before the court and 
many of the tricks passed on them will go down in their 
personal history. A concoction was made of vinegar 
and tea which the "Pollywog" was made to drink and 
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as he did so a bucket of water was thrown over his head; 
a three-point haircut; a southern cross haircut; a full- 
hour rendition of an operatic aria; a dousing with a flour 
and water substance followed by a severe paddling; a 
search for Watertight Hatch which ended when, thor- 
oughly exasperated by questioners, Ensign A. E. Patch 
barred himself from the rest of the ship; these were but 
a few of the "punishments." Doubtless each man could 
recall dozens of other experiences. 

Those salt water showersl Shiver me timbers at the 
thoughts of 'em! Being thoroughly unprepared in that 
no salt water soap was available, those guey, grimy salt 
water showers were unpleasant experiences. Fresh water 
soap proved ineffective and the finger nails seemed to 
be the only means of removing collected dirt. 

Then there was the shipboard newspaper — the SPAEF 
(South Pacific American Expeditionary Force). Daily it 
printed the news as recorded by the ship's radio. Ensign 
Spiegel of another unit originated the idea and each 
evening in the mess hall you could see Chiefs Kildufl and 
Lingenfelser and a group of typists editing the paper. 
Yeoman Ralph Hanauer along about midnight each eve- 
ning would use his "owl" eyes to deliver the paper to the 
designated places. Paper was scarce so a minimum num- 
ber of copies were made and pasted to plywood boards, 
each mess hall table having one precious copy for read- 
ing. •- L L L 

The first land appeared over the horizon soon after 
crossing the equator. There, under halo-shaped clouds, 
could be seen the outline of a small group of islands. 
Speculation was high as to which islands they were until 
the SPAEF issue of that day ran a special article about 
them; they were the Marquesas. We did not draw near 
to them but just kept sailing on and on, with the convoy 
ships running in an ever-changing pattern. 

Cigarettes and candy were at a premium. Bi-weekly 
sales were not enough to satisfy the demands of the 
boys. One enterprising mate was known to be selling 
candy at the profitable sum of 25c per piece. 

One morning there appeared on the horizon two 
islands of hilly and mountainous appearance, their con- 
tours cutting majestically into the clouds. The convoy 
slowed its pace and fairly eased along for a while. As 
we neared the smaller island, there was much blinker sig- 
nalling back and forth and finally our ship was given the 
"go ahead" to move in. Planes zoomed down over our 
bow, turned around and flew back over to review us 
again. A small boat moved out to meet us and the 
pilot came aboard. 

As the island grew nearer, the rich, luxuriant green, 
the picturesque, stately and everywhere present coconut 
trees, the hills cutting an indescribable pattern on the 
skyline, the powerful fountains of water rising in geyser- 
like fashion as the heavy waves forced the water through 
crevices in the lava rock along the iron-bound coast, all 
gave a view of enchanting wonder. Planes were moving 
in and out of a section of the island but because of the 


natural camouflage of the island — the homogeneous 
green verdure — the airfield's location could not be easily 
spotted. 

Moving away from our convoy and guided by our 
escort with the harbor pilot at our helm, we drew closer 
and closer. One of the ship's crew who had been here 
previously identified the island as Tutuila. Tutuila, a vol- 
canic island protected by coral reefs, the home of the 
fabled Pago Pago, the setting of Somerset Maugham's 
book "Rain"! Tutuila under U. S. Government and with 
a Navy Commandant as Governor of the island had a 
total population of about 10,000 people before the war 
and these Samoan people had been known as the most 
sociable and courteous people of the South Seas. 

Thatched huts featuring open air ventilation could be 
seen as we drew closer to the shore. Brown-skinned peo- 
ple working in what appeared to be ankle-length skirts 
seemed to populate the island. Everywhere one looked 
there could be seen natives wearing gaily-colored or 
one-solid-colored skirt. Hitherto unseen and mysterious 
were the inclined marine railways as all along the journey 
into the harbor at varying intervals these trams could be 
seen travelling at top speed to the height of the steep 
hills. Then, as we turned into Pago Harbor, we saw the 
little white church poised majestically against the solid 
green background as a sign that the missionaries had 
been here and had established Christian ideals in the 
minds of these natives. Once inside the sub nets, ap- 
pearances grew larger. Two ships were tied to the dock 
and were being unloaded by the natives. The center of 
the Naval Station, later found to be known as the "Ma- 
lae," was the activity center of the island. As we came 
closer to the docks, a noticeable difference in the type 
of living by the natives was noted. Small houses were 
the living quarters rather than huts. A two-towered 
radio station was the highest man-made structure on the 
island. 

As we anchored in the harbor, natives in hand-made 
pao-paos loaded with coconuts, souvenirs and novelties 
bumboated their wares. Other natives of a more athletic 
vein were diving for pennies, dimes and quarters which 
the boys threw to them. Very few of these coins were 
lost as the natives skillfully measured each coin's descent 
and triumphantly rose to the surface of the water with 
the money in hand. Large sea turtles were seen rising 
to the surface every now and then and it was later learned 
that they were a valuable catch as natives made trinkets 
from their hides. 

We remained aboard ship that night as the Officer 
in Charge and our Supply Officers went ashore to report 
to the Commandant. It was a busy night aboard as 
the pontoons were assembled on deck in ribbons which 
were slid overboard and then formed into a pontoon 
barge for use in bringing equipment ashore. 

The following day we disembarked and the feeling of 
good solid earth under our foot was a source of enjoy- 
ment. Those days on the ship had been growing longer 
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and more tedious as the trip lengthened and the happi- 
ness of being ashore was great. Some of the groups 
coming ashore were met by friendly natives who smilingly 
greeted them with "Talofa, Saul" which translated meant 
"Greetings, you come (to our land)!" 

Samoa is an odd-shaped island with bowl-shaped Pago 
Harbor, most naturally formed harbor in the Pacific, as 
the apex with two even arms extending to Tula on the 
north side and Amanave on the south side. The north 
side is very mountainous but there are villages located 
all through the area at the foot of these mountains. On 
the south side, where the majority of the Battalion per- 
sonnel was quartered, there are plains in which many of 
the larger communities are located. To the north of 
Tutuila there is an island, Annu'a by name, about three- 
quarters of a mile off the coast. There is much super- 
stition about this smaller island but some of the men who 
have visited it found it most enjoyable and the people 
very entertaining. 

The battalion personnel was assigned to barracks for- 
merly occupied by civilian contractors in the Utulei and 
Tafuna districts, and to a schoolhouse in the Poyer School 
area. Utulei and Tafuna were in the south section of the 
island. 

As we were transported by trucks to our barracks 
we received a closer view of tropical life as we notea 
the simplicity of the living of these people. The house, 
which we learned was called a "fale," was an open-air 
affair, supported by pillars fashioned from breadfruit 
trees, with thatched roof and home-made palm leaf Ve- 
netian blinds tied to the lintels ready for dropping should 
heavy rains or winds occur. Natives were leaning lazily 
against the pillars, some just resting, others talking and 
the younger ones entertaining visiting servicemen, strum- 
ming stringed instruments or singing native songs. 

The dress of the Samoan man was simple. It was 
called a lavalava and was a skirtlike piece of cloth that 
extended from beltline to ankles. Shoes and shirts were 
seldom worn. The Samoan women after years of mission- 
ary teaching had been induced to wear covering on the 
upper part of their bodies and varying types of bras, dif- 
fering entirely from advertised brands, were added to 
their dress. The married women wear a double lavalava 
to signify their state. In the outer districts the practice 
of bra-wearing was not followed too closely. 

Tattoos had significance of great importance with the 
natives. The customs of the people were such that before 
a man or woman could be considered brave and fearless 
they would have to suffer the pain of tattoo. The man 
was tattoo-ed from his hips to his knees and the women 
were generally marked on their arms or legs. If a man 
did not go through this ceremony he would be regarded 
as a coward in the eyes of his people. Likewise through 
as a coward in the eyes of his people. Likewise, through 
ment was gradually being abandoned but among the 
older men the tattoo was a significant mark. 

The battalion's activity began two days after arrival. 


The administration office and nerve center of the bat- 
talion was set up in Utulei. The engineering officer, per- 
sonnel office and disbursing office were also set up in 
this area. The Supply Department took over a large 
warehouse and yard which housed unlimited material 
brought there previously by civilian contractors. 

The assignment at Poyer School was given to "A" 
Company which was then under the charge of Lt.(jg) 
Tom Moore as Lt. Evans had been made Engineering Ex- 
ecutive Officer. The Utulei district housed Company 
"B" and the majority of the Headquarters men, while 
Companies "C" and "D" were assigned the work in the 
Tafuna and outlying districts on the south side of the 
island. 

Work projects up and down the length of the island 
were assigned to the battalion by the Marine General 
in Command. One project involved the movement of 
600,000 cubic yards of earthfill to form a base for the 
erection of the industrial area and day and night 10-ton 
Euclid trucks carrying 13 cubic yards of fill made their 
way slowly and methodically over the narrow roads to 
this location from the Tafuna pit where the battalion's 
earthworms led by Bob Boyd, GMIc, had located a sizable 
amount of fill material. 

In the other areas, work had commenced -on equally 
important projects. At Happy Valley, in the Pago Pago 
section of the island, a Command Post for the island was 
being erected. In Utulei, oil tanks and barrage balloon 
sites were active projects while the many shops where 
all the maintenance and repair work was handled were 
operated by the battalion. At Tafuna, Companies "C" 
and "D" were hard at work building additional taxiways 
and fingers at the existing air strip, constructing an addi- 
tional runway, plane revetments and an industrial area, 
while at Mapasaga crews were dispatched to construct 
buildings for Mobile Hospital No. 3. 

All construction activities were moving along well and 
as the abilities of the men were revealed, confidence in 
the quality of the work grew. 

Shortly after we arrived, our Disbursing Officer, Guy 
C. Fort, received word of his promotion to the rank of 
Lieutenant (jg). This was the first officer promotion in 
the battalion. His protege, Gerty, was enjoying her 
stay in the Tropics and was being well taken care of 
in the Utulei area. She was meeting the Samoan people 
and was growing to like them and the Samoan dogs tool 

The first personnel break in the battalion came in Sep- 
tember when 75 men were ordered detached and sent 
to another battalion on a nearby island. These men had 
worked themselves into the pattern of the battalion and 
it was with mutual regret that they left. However, war 
is not time for sentiment and inasmuch as they were 
urgently needed at the other base, they sailed away. 

October 1st marked the first promotions in the bat- 
talion. Sharing the honor of being the first men ad- 
vanced to a chief petty officer's rating were Ben Helper, 
who had demonstrated ability to move "anything from 
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Halls, whicV were converted mess kails, would be over- 
crowded with people. At intermission time a distribu- 
tion of cake, soft drinks or Ice cream was given but re- 
gardless of the amount of preparation and planning, the 
food was never enough to satisfy the crowd. In return 
for the invitation to the dance, the natives would give 
their share of entertainment, performing native dances 
and singing native songs both as solos and in groups. 
These dances finally became so popular and grew to such 
proportions that they became open-air affairs in order to 
accommodate the large crowds. 

Boxing, wrestling and entertainments were organized 
with our own Chief Walt McNary playing a big part in 
giving real Gi entertainment at all the island camps. This 
department was later taken over by Walter Pierce who 
literally ran himself ragged in boosting the morale of a!*. 
Outside movies were held in every district artd despite 
The frequency of the rain, the crowds would always fev 
mam to the conclusion of the show. On October 25th, 
7& additional men arrived "to replace the group trans- 
ferred fn September. Among them was one Leon Con- 
jura, ex-vaudevilllan, who could, by the inflection of his 
voice, make a. serious moment sound light and a bad 
joke sound good. Conjure teamed with Chief McNary 
and Buck Shrrey*s hillbitlys and they entertained at prac- 
tically every locality. Conjure was a juggler, tap-dancer 
and comedian and also an excellent master of ceremonies. 
HU manner and performance did much to promote good 
relations between the Marines and the Sea bees. 

On arrival the road system was none too adequate and 
on rainy days the roads became mired and full of pud- 
dles. Carpenter Brantley and his crew of cat skinners 
and grader operators soon widened the road, formed 
a suitable crown, and established a ditching system which 
handled all storms. With newly-acquired Marine equip- 
ment the prosecution of assigned work continued at a 
fast pace and additional work was being added to the 
list of battalion projects. At one time, personnel was 
carrying on projects in fifteen different districts on the 
island. 

The battalion was spread oyer such a large area that 
any statement as to the relative, merits of the food or 
housing facilities would be unfair. However, there was 
at all times adequate and proper housing. The food at 
seme places was exceptional. Those fortunate enough to 
live m the Utulei area were treated to some fine meals 
at the Marine mess hall while at Tafuna and Foyer School, 
despite inadequate facilities in the early stages, many de- 
lectable dishes were served. 

On November 23, due to a stomach ailment, U. Her- 
bert J, Hartman was detached from the battalion and 
ordered to the hospital* It, Benjamin Evans then as- 
sumed the duties of Executive Officer. Just one week 
later Lt. Francis R. O'Brien, senior medical officer and 
at that time the most popular officer with (he enlisted 
personnel, was ordered to another station in the outly- 
ing islands. Lf» Comdr. Walter G* Reddick replaced 
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a bobbin to a boiler/* John M. Larson, organizer and 
boss of the carpenter .shop, and Samuel T. Lanbam, whose 
definite abilities in electrical work had net gone unno* 
Uced- 

^California dew/’ and there was a lot of it at this base, 
was a continual source of annoyance. While it did not 
interfere too much with the work schedule, if did have a 
dHmai effect on the* minds of the men, Mt, Piopa on 
the north side of the harbor, familiarly known as the 
’'Rainmaker/ 1 was the weather vane for the islanders and 
when they saw the clouds hovering over its crest (hey 
would shout f *f imu ,v (rain) and go for shelter. This moun- 
tain seemed to pull the clouds down from the sky in much

the same fashion as a magician snatches: a 
His hat. 

The social life of the battalion members was not 
dormant during this, period. Frohr time- to time, dances 
were arranged and the native girls would come dressed 
in their latest (perhaps their only) evemng gown, with 
ulas around their shoulders, sweet smelling flower* tin their 
Hair and bare feet) Some of the native ghU Had gone 
" , jiVe-happy ,v and could jitterbug with the best the H^ v V 
and Marines could goffer. However, t the.;#iii|dr»ty. of the 
girls would rather waltz or fox-trot and they were quite 
proficient in such dances, Samoan custom such that 
the girts would bring a chaperon along and the: dance 





tier, with turkey as the feature, was a fifteen course af- 
fair and additional servings were available for everyone. 
Candy and a novelty gift were handed to each man as 
he left the. mess hall and the Red Cross distributed to 
each a carton of cigarettes and a bo* of candy, 

At Mormon Valley the Marine* had built a rifle range 
and arrangements were made to train S'he baHalidh per- 
sonnel there. Without interrupting the work schedule, 
ten men were detached from each company for & three 
day period to receive this training until ail had been in- 
structed. The only casualty ot the program wa* one dead 
cow which had roamed recklessly on the range and was 
felled by a stray bullet. 

In January 194s, 154 more men joined the battalion 
and brought it to its full complement for the first time 
since its organiiafioh. The personnel was interviewed 
and allocated to the different companies in conformance 
with their abilities. 

About the fitne that work on the Mobile Hospital was 
being completed, Company "D” moved up to establish 
another airfield, a Marine Camp and an Island Water 


Dr. O’Brien and instituted a "sure cure * antidote for the 
goldbrickers and chronic ailers. Dr, Reddick's famed 
rubber glove and its effectiveness wilj live for a long time 
In the minds of all battalion members. 

The daily rush and hustle of the work was considerably 
inspired by the thought of two f rigid bottles of "'foam 
3.2“ at the conclusion of the day's work. As the siren 
signifying the day’s end would blow, masses would con- 
verge on the ''beer-atorium M and^ela*afion r fun and gab- 
tests would be in session.. This was the most important 
time of day as if gave each man his only diversion from 
his concentration on work. 

Practically unnoticed and without the fanfare we had 
been accustomed to at home, Christmas arrived in an 
unusual and odd atmosphere. By a special decree from 
military headquarters* midnight services were allowed 
and a choir composed of Headquarters and- “A*' Com- 
pany.*' personnel sang the Mass as an overflow crowd 
attended a* the little white church in Lepua. On Christ- 
mas day. services for all denominations were held a* 
Lepua, Fagataga, Mapasaga and Leone. Christmas din- 
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System. This was the second largest district on the island 
and had a harbor large enough to moor one or two large 
ships although the reefs made for treacherous sailing. It 
had a more tropical appearance than the central district 
of Fagataga and had a small business center. 

Early in 1943, a one day a- week compulsory military 
training schedule was organized. The program was to 
be spread over three months' duration and was to in- 
clude all the tactics taught to Commando-striking 
Marines. Two chief petty officers from each company 
were selected to instruct and supervise and were given 
weekly training at the Marine School at Mormon Valley. 
Each week the program altered and included one or a 
group of the following: bayonet drills, extended order 
drills, movement of the squad and the platoon in com- 
bat, instructions in the use of the compass, gases and 
differnt types of guns, gas mask drill (one masked man 
ran 100 yards without removing the air container tape), 
night problems, snooping and pooping through marshes, 
fields, hills and in and around villages, obstacle courses 
where traps were set to stop a stronger offensive 
team in combat with a small defensive unit, and a five 
mile hike. In the Leone area, Tex Hamill's feat in single- 
handedly holding off a company of Marines will long be 
remembered. 

Vaughn Hofeldt, CM2c, of Company "A," became the 
first enlisted man of the battalion to be promoted to 
officer rank as he was ordered in March to return to the 
States to accept a commission. 

Various sports held the interest of battalion personnel 
as boxing, wrestling, ping-pong, basketball and softball 
gave them adequate diversion in their leisure time. In 
boxing, Bill Cowan, 225 lb. Chicago slugger who took 
all comers and always returned the winner, was the pride 
of the battalion and Jim Turner, Company "C" competi- 
tor, exhibited skill and cunning in his bouts in the lighter 
classes. In grunt and groan competition, Tex Hamill out- 
maneuvered and out-lasted them all in his weight class. 
Two battalion teams, "A" and "C" Companies, were in 
the island basketball league and while they did not garner 
the laurels, they gave outstanding performances in team- 
work and sharpshooting. Dallas Silers, Bill Ballard, Red 
Larson, Augie Bianco and Pete Wells were "A" Com- 
pany standouts and Coy Young, Ted Voet, Earl Bandelin, 
Barney Bargenquast, John L. Moore, Frank Spevak and 
Maxie Suvall were Tafuna's flashiest. 

Days of liberty found some of our personnel striking' 
out for a climb to the top of Matafao, some 2100 feet 
above sea level and the highest peak on the island. This 
was no easy assignment as the trail was narrow, steep 
and necessitated hand-over-hand maneuvering in certain 
sections. The trip would involve a full day's journey and 
generally a supply of K-rations plus additional canteens 
of water were among the climber's possessions. 

Samoa had no central area for meeting or liberty- 
spending. The Malae located at the Naval Station was 
a former cricket field and sports area. Due to the war- 


time necessities, the Malae is now used as a storage area. 
The famous trinket mart where the familiar, ringing "Five 
Dolla" would be shouted as the price for necklaces or 
bracelets, was a standout location of the metropolitan 
area. The natives preferred to do business by barter 
if possible, and many a wily one has re-sold articles made 
in the United States as curios having a deep, secret 
meaning in the Samoan's life. 

On March 1st, two CEC, two Supply Corps and our 
junior medical officers were advanced to full Lieutenants. 
Ensign Barckhoff, formerly a chief with the Seabee 
"Bobcats", and Carpenter Brashaw were added to the 
battalion at this time. 

Easter came quietly and unannounced with no percep- 
tible change in climatic conditions and without any 
fashion parade. Church going was the order of the day. 

On May 1st word was received of the "spot" promo- 
tion of our Officer in Charge, Ernest A. Heckler, to full 
Commander, as a reward for the calibre of the battalion's 
work at this base. This "spot" promotion was to be ef- 
fective as long as Commander Heckler was Officer in 
Charge of a Seabee battalion. The 6 CEC ensigns and 
Lt.(jg) Moore were also promoted to the next higher 
rank. Tall, rugged Dr. Zuber replaced Dr. Reddick on 
the Medical Staff and through careful, scientific study 
and conferences with other island medical officers gained 
wide knowledge of filariasis, the dread, gland-infecting 
disease of the Samoan islands, whose symptoms were just 
beginning to appear in some of the personnel. One of- 
ficer and a score of men were surveyed before leaving 
this area. In May, the appearance of BMU outfits pres- 
aged an early departure from the island as maintenance 
men began taking over the numerous duties of the bat- 
talion. 

A history of life in Samoa would not be complete 
without a brief description of its people, their language 
and customs and familiar places and scenes. 

These people exist on the bare necessities in clothing, 
furniture and food. They are content to work only enough 
to bring in the essentials of living and for the rest to idle 
and enjoy life as it comes. They take everything lacka- 
daisically and are simple, sincere and strong in their 
likes and dislikes. They do all in their power to be help- 
ful and give every favor and advantage to their friends. 
They are deeply religious and on Sunday they usually 
devote the day to praising God and maintain complete 
rest from everyday duties. They have services in the 
morning, afternoon, and evening of the Sabbath and few 
in the villages do not attend. Every evening in the larger 
villages a courier goes to the center of the village and 
hammers out on a wooden carved instrument a sound 
similar to a drum roll and all the village gathers around 
for a prayer meeting. Choir practice is also held many 
evenings a week. 

The Samoan alphabet consists of fourteen letters and 
sounds like a conglomeration of vowels. The fourteen 
letters are: a, e, i, o, u, f, g, I, m, n, p, s, t, v. The vow- 
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els are pronounced as in Italian. The Samoan language 
is sometimes called the "Italian of the Pacific." "G" 
has the sound of "ng" and sometimes when the name of 
the famous harbor is written, it is written "Pango-Pango." 

The Samoan is a crafty fisherman. He can go into the 
water and catch by spearfishing, or possibly with his 
hands, sufficient fish for a family's meal. Sometimes a 
basket contraption is used in trapping the fish. Bread- 
fruit, which makes a part of the Samoan's daily meal, is 
the most important fruit grown here but papayas, man- 
goes, oranges, lemons, limes, alligator pears, bananas, 
and coconuts also thrive in this climate. Taro plantations, 
in pre-war days grown on level ground, were moved to 
the hillsides and mountainsides where under careful atten- 
tion, they thrived. 

The only wild animals present on the island are rats, 
pigs and lizards but there are a few domestic cows and 
horses. There was a noticeable lack of birdlife around 
the island, only pigeons being killed for food. 

When the Samoan sits down he amost invariably 
crosses his legs under him so that his feet are under his 
knees. In church, although pews are available, they pre- 
fer to sit this way on the mats on the floor in the front 
of the church. The churches are particularly arranged 
for this purpose as the pews are set well to the rear 
leaving a large area near the chancel. 

The natives place considerable value on fine woven 
mats. The wealth of a family can be judged by the 
number of fine mats in the household. Upon the mar- 
riage of a daughter of their family, the parents appor- 
tion the mats and give their daughter her share to tak6 
with her to her new household. 

Travelling to and from school, the Samoan children can 
be seen carrying, in a carefully rolled bundle, mats in- 
stead of books. These they bring to the school to sit on 
while being taught their lessons. Except in the missionary 
schools, the primary grades are taught by natives. To 
get an advanced education the Samoan must leave 
his island and go to Apia, the largest city of Upolu in 
neighboring British Samoa, or to a university or college 
in Honolulu or New Zealand. This involves considerable 
money and very few of the Samoans attempt to give this 
education to their children. A small percentage of the 
natives have moved on to greater fields as they became 
pastors, priests, nurses, doctors and nuns. 

A familiar scene along the road is a Samoan family 
walking home, each member with an amo balanced over 
his shoulder and qaies of fish, bananas, papayas, or taro, 
evenly divided before and behind for balance. This prac- 
tice probably brings about the straight, erect walk so 
common with these people. 

The Samoans love parties and get-togethers and on 
the slightest provocation will march in a group to visit 
their friends where it is the duty of the host to make his 
visitors comfortable. These excursions u»ed to be fre- 
quent and called for much entertaining on the part of 
the visited village. On one occasion while the battalion 


was stationed in Samoa, a large contingent of the high- 
est ranking chiefs of Upolu visited Tutuila and many fes- 
tivities were held in their honor. The Fita Fita band 
marched from the Naval Station to the "long house" in 
Pago Valley and there in competition with a group of ci- 
vilian natives gave a performance of singing, dancing, and 
fun for the visitors. At the "long house" gifts of food, 
mats, money and other commodities were given to the 
visiting group amid much hand-clapping and display. 
A high-talking chief, poised and confident, spoke in clear, 
distinct and well-pronounced Samoan and made a most 
impressive speech to the gathering. The usual kava cere- 
mony was held and after the visitors had drunk, the host 
and his chiefs followed suit until at last the kava had been 
all consumed. Then the celebration began as the per- 
formers vied for the honors. Dances were given featur- 
ing soloists and groups making hand and foot movements 
and swaying their bodies to and fro but always keeping 
in rhythm with the music, ceremonial knife dancing in 
which a large-blade knife is manipulated skillfully around 
the back and under the legs and arms while the dancer 
keeps his or her rhythm to the music, and other cere- 
monial effects. 

Mention of the Fita Fita band in the previous para- 
graph recalls the Samoan home defense unit which is 
the Fita Fita guard under the control of the U. S. Navy. 
The members of this guard are trained in the policing 
and defense of the island. Many older natives have been 
former Fita Fita members who have completed their 20 
year hitch and are now living on their pension from the 
Navy. Their uniform is the same as for U. S. Navy men 
except that they are shoeless. They find it easier to 
move about in this manner and thus the "shoeless" Navy 
became the regulation uniform for their duty. 

About the time we arrived, the Samoan Marines 
were organized and they grew to a formidable force. 
They were trained by U. S. Marines and although a young 
organization they were finely spirited. Their uniform con- 
sisted of a uniform cream-brown lavalava which was 
edged in a dark reddish brown color, a skivvy shirt and 
an overseas cap with the Marine Corps emblem on it. 
They were keenly disciplined and their ratings were in- 
dicated on the bottom corner of their lavalava as it 
overlapped in front of them. 

In mid-June, Lt. Evans and Lt. Street were dispatched 
by air to our next destination and the battalion packed 
all gear, construction and personal, and awaited arrival 
of a transport ship. Soon the battalion said tofa to 
Samoa as it boarded a transport in mid-stream. From 
the ship's deck the changes made by the necessities of 
war were everywhere evident but the appearance of the 
island, though slightly mutilated, still held the same 
strange and alluring look it had when we first saw it. 

Tofa, Samoa, we enjoyed our stay with you. May the 
future bring happiness and wealth to your shores. 

The non-wave-resisting ship rocked easily and often 
and the habitually poor sailors were happy to know that 
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this was to be but a short voyage. The troops on the 
transport were under the direction of an Army Captain 
who spent many hours complaining of the lack of iden- 
tical interpretation of his ship rules but to no apparent 
effect. Except for this and the Captain's difficulty in 
making announcements over the speaker system the trip 
passed without incident. En route we crossed the In- 
ternational Date Line and gained a day on the calendar. 

Sailing past the guiding lighthouse, through the narrow 
channels and dodging coral reefs, Noumea harbor was 
reached in the afternoon and as we anchored, we could 
view the various shore installations. The town looked to 
be metropolitan and businesslike and the industrial area 
at the Nickel Dock had a busy appearance as the flames 
from the nickel ore plant roared skyward and smoke bil- 
lowed over the area. Lacking the color and freshness of 
appearance of Samoa, New Caledonia appeared more 
civilized in the city area with a more mountainous sky- 
line behind broader flatlands. Off the starboard bow 
of the ship could be seen transport planes either anchored 
or making their way back and forth to the seaplane base 
at lie Nou, French penal island, where Pan American 
Airlines had many years previously established a base for 
the trip from the United States to Australia. 

The next day the ship moved to the Nickel Dock and 
there we disembarked and were transported by trucks 
through the crowded slum areas to our camp site at Con- 
ception about six miles from the city. Arriving in late 
afternoon, hurried preparations were made for temporary 
housing. No quarters had been erected and hospital tents 
were borrowed from near-by activities and hastily pitched 
to give cover, K-rations were broken out, guards were 
set up, and free time was at a premium. Crews worked 
diligently that evening unloading our transport ship, as- 
sembling equipment and transportingL it to camp where at 
the first crack of dawn the next morn all hands turned out 
for a day of camp making. 

Situated on a hill facing directly toward Mount D'Or 
and with the breeze from Conception Bay comfortably 
cooling our quarters, our new camp took shape in ideal 
climatic surroundings. Row upon row of tents were neatly 
aligned along the contours and rose in triangular fashion 
nearly to the crest of the hill. Shops, offices and mess 
halls were constructed at the foot of the hill and an or- 
derly camp was made. After the showers were installed, 
bathers believed the water was tapped from the South 
Pole. 

The one poor feature of the camp was that it was lo- 
cated in the cow pasture of a French peasant farmer. 
In the quiet of the night, the bovines would come through 
the camp area occasionally tripping over tent guy ropes 
startling all in the near vicinity. Frequently, we would 
wake up and seeing a monstrosity peering into the tent, 
would pull the covers over our heads in fear that the end 
of the world had come, only to discover evidence the 
next day of what the vision had been. Nastiest of all, 
would be a midnight trip to the head with a foot acci- 


dentally set in a steaming, juicy dung I The blasphemous 
language greeting this incident was choice and unprint- 
able. Some of the boys took to riding the bulls with 
little luck but Roy Glasscock and Walt Galvin's efforts 
proved most successful. 

A theatre area having a seating capacity of 3500 was 
built and was the most luxurious on the island. Many of 
the USO performers appeared and all servicemen shows 
of the island requested a return engagement after their 
first performances here. Lee Conjure continued his fine 
work as master of ceremonies and the electricians outdid 
themselves in introducing lighting innovations. 

At first our work was in collaboration with the Sixth 
Seabees, our neighbors at this base, but after a short 
period separate projects were given us, among them be- 
ing wards, quarters, mess halls, and electrical, sewage and 
water systems at Mobile Hospital No. 5, Magenta air- 
field construction, maintenance and electrical installa- 
tions, large warehouses, quonset quarters, mess halls, 
sanitary and water system at Ducos and maintenance jobs 
of .all types in the city of Noumea. Roads were built and 
maintained and camps for incoming activities were built. 

On our first Sunday, liberty was granted and the bat- 
talion members made the most of it. Some travelled to 
the other side of the island, others went sight-seeing to 
Tontouto or Pieta and the rest found enough spirit-dis- 
pensing places to make their day a merry one. Soon a 
liberty schedule was arranged whereby a percentage of 
the battalion was given free time each day. At first 
these days were eagerly awaited but due to the presence 
of so many servicemen in town, we generally made it a 
day of rest, cleanup and relaxation. The attractions in 
town were spasmodic sales of imported liquors, the 
fenced-in bull pen for daily beer dispensing to servicemen 
and the place where Tom Heeney, well-known ex-pugilist, 
held forth as master of ceremonies, purchases of souve- 
nirs at usurious prices and visits to the Pink House, the 
notorious prostitution center of the town. 

Your attention is called to a battalion member's im- 
pressive description of this island which is appropriately 
described further on in this book under the title "lei On 
Parle Francais." 

"B" Company of the battalion was assigned to lie Nou, 
the small island about one-half mile off Noumea's shore, 
where under the direction of Lt. C. B. Middleton they 
worked in cooperation with another Sea bee outfit in de- 
veloping that island's facilities. They built warehouses, 
quarters, engine testing blocks, power plants, water cool- 
ing systems, hangars and many other installations. The 
entire company had great pride in their organization and 
an almost oppressive esprit de corps. They remained at 
this location until November 1st when they rejoined the 
battalion on the mainland. 

A group of our men had been assigned duty with the 
Base Fire Department and when the disastrous dock fire 
broke out, they handled their assignments so well that 
they were commended by Admiral Halsey. John A. 
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Alger, Mlc, of Company "A" exhibited so. much daring 
and courage in running. the first hose infb the fire that 
he was personalty commended by the Commanding Gen- 
eral of f he Island. 

At this base, many enlisted men were advanced to 
officer status as Chiefs Bezanson, Hunter, Fisher, Hamil- 
ton, Kirobell, Robertson and Farquharson became War- 
rant Carpenters, Chiefs KildufT and fiohannan — Ensigns, 
and Chief Otto Lingenfefser returned to the States for 
a lieutenant jjg) commissionK 

Judge Stokes* "meat wagon / 1 the battalion's ambu* 


ordered to the States. Dr. Joe,. Wlociewski reported 
from Solomon Island duty and Dr. Tate replaced Dr. 
Zuber. Lh Street was transferred to the States and Lt. 
Rider to another battalion. Li Fort became Supply Of- 
ficer and a newcomer, Ensign Roche, took up Disbursing. 
Warrant Officers Rutherford, Fouts, and Peterson report- 
ed but were detached before we left this Island, Car- 
penter Srashaw Jeff* shortly after we arrived, with 3 skin 
-ailment. 

As. in Samoa, 8 MU Units arrived and recognizing the 
symptoms, the battalion made preparations for its next 
move. As we were to leave m the Thanksgiving season, 
Lt. Fort, taking a page from the President's book, insti- 
tuted a '■Forfsgiving^ day and a Thanksgiving turkey 
meal with all the fixings plus a supply of beer Was con- 
sumed somewhat ahead of the official date. 

Thenrfrom a sandy beach adjacent to the Nickel Pier, 
the battalion loaded in landing boats and amid inter- 
mittent storms we bade farewell to New Caledonia in 
the season when its beautiful, pompous flambouyent free 
was In its most impressive bloom. 

Aboard the transport with New Zealand as our des- 
tination, our minds were carefree and happy as we fel-

lance, proved inadequate to haul the fSfanasis jmumuj 
patients to the hospital and Chief Shellie Hill's: trailer 
was mustered into service as men by the baker 3 dozens 
were transferred to the hospital for treatment/ DirecHy 
due to our Samoan duty , it was at this base that the bat- 
talion suffered it^ greatest personnel loss. 

Changes in officers also occurred as the Executive Of* 
ficer received a M spot'\ promotion to Lt. Cemdr. Dr, 
Hartman was ordered aboard a cruiser and Lt, Gutftrle, 
our dentist, left for N.Z, duty upon the reporting of Dr* 
Shirey Chaplain Truchses joined the battalion to fender 
spiritual aid to the boys and Lt.fjg) John M, Page was

things as they unceremoniously dumped us and our be- 
longings orr the dock in record time. 

Due to the presence of an Army division and several 
naval unit*, finding ar* appropriate camping area at that 
time was difficult and the battalion was at first quar- 
tered in three separate areas, A central location, W«k 

in the One- 


Uhed the thought of a sabbatical period m this English 
speaking country. Life in the tropics had been diffictilt 
and tedious end the language difference had made if 
quite impossible for the majority of us, to mingle with 
the people of the Islands. It had been more devotion t© 
our cause that kept the battalion functioning, along with 
the fun that we could ourselves muster in our camp life. 

Luckiest man aboard ship was Ensign Robert W. Hig- 
gins SC, who arrived in Noumea harbor on our day of 
departure and transferred to our transport ship. Eos. 
Higgins was assigned as a replacement officer to sup- 
plant Lt. Fort who, in tiis tenure as Supply Officer, had 
done admirable work in the commissary department, 

A state of eagerness prevailed as we were piloted into 
Auckland harbor and viewed the presence of women, the* 
busy industrial areas, gee — the women, the busy city 
area which to each of us resembled in some way our own 
home, cities, what women, the plethora of pink-roofed 
house in the suburban areas, golly! girls, the trams* the 
spacious roads, the ferries chugging across the harbor, 
and the women! 

The crew of the shir* must have viewed these same 


areas, 

karaka Park, a peacetime race track, located 
hunga district and situated about 8 miles from Auckland, 
was in the process of being renovated and the battalion, 
living in tents, moved into this area. When the camp 
was finally established, liberty was granted and everyone 
attired in their uniformed best prepared for an ‘'invasion" 
of the city and its surroundings. 

Queen Street, the main thoroughfare of Auckland, 
looked more Hke historic Thames Street in Newport or 
Granby Street in Norfolk as belled-bottomed bluejackets 
cavorted barrel-chestedly with sheilas by their side. Along 
this avenue, there were many restaurants and eat shops 
where a delicious meal of “sfaik and aiggs" could be ob- 
tained at a reasonable price; "Pubs," synonymous to our 
barrooms, were in abundance and overly popular; and 
besides the spacious, department stores there were many 
novelty and jewelty shops where sentimental servicemen 
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in weak moments were led intently and mischievously by 
their convoying sheilas. 

The people of New Zealand were extremely cordial to 
servicemen because they had so many of their own boys 
fighting in areas all over the world. They felt that a 
common bond existed and adopted us Americans and 
strove to make our stay as comfortable and as happy 
as could be. Their customary treat, regardless of time 
of day, was a cup of tea as they broke out the teapot 
and brewed a batch. Cookies, cake or sandwiches were 
always added to make the treat more palatable. 

A day's visit to the "pubs" was a treat in itself. Beer 
sales were limited to certain periods of the day and the 
scarce and precious "real" stuff was sold only at certain 
intervals. However, the day's routine was learned right 
pronto. Everybody started from scratch but the jokers 
with the heaviest thirst soon forged ahead. Then every- 
body hit the back-slapping "old pal, old buddy" period 
simultaneously. Meanwhile, the heavy grog drinker 
timed his journeying to be at the correct pub at the cor- 
rect whiskey-scotch-rum selling hour. During this period 
it was bloody hard to manage more than one drink as 
the practice of wearing the size of your pay check on 
your uniform easily influenced the barkeeps and he sud- 
denly turned deafened ears to the lower rated men who 
had so copiously subsisted on beer. 

Familiar scenes were the "Aunty-Rooms" in which fe- 
male has-beens, vintage 1890, toothless, figureless and 
facially unappealing, would appear with a Ponce De Leon 
look for their day's "pick-me-up." In the late afternoon, 
traces of their one-time beauty, their lightness of foot, 
their well-oiled voices, would reappear, thanks to the om- 
nipotence of Bacchus, and they would feel young and 
frolicsome again. By this time, the men would be mel- 
low, dandy and good oh to the point where they could 
see beauty in a prune and never notice the wrinkles and 
they'd whoop it up, dance, sing and purchase more "life- 
restorer" for the old gals. 

Then the buzzer signalling the closing of the "pubs" 
would ring out and quaffing would cease. Religiously at 
6 p.m. the doors would close and men with a satchel 
thrown over one shoulder and another dangling by the 
side would weave and waver cautiously along spacious 
Queen Street with their precious cargo to some secluded 
haven where the contents of the satchels, foaming suds 
of Waitemata, Imperial, or Lion Club beer, would be 
tenderly imbibed. This practice of satchel-bearing is 
known by military personnel as "sacking the city." 

Ten day leave periods were granted and each man by 
his interests, ambitions and hobbies found his particular 
niche as there was ample opportunity for everyone to 
satisfy his heart's desire or explode any accumulated 
steam. New Zealand, known the world over as Nature's 
Wonderland, embodied within its small confines a col- 
lection of God's gifts to the world. Its extensive farm- 
lands, thermal wonders, waterfalls, glowworm tunnels, 
lakes, dancing rocks, eruptions, birds and rugged sea- 


coast attracted our attention as we made for distant 
cities on their narrow-gauge railroad system. Added to 
these attractions were the Maori villages where enter- 
tainment and enchantment by the original inhabitants of 
this island were to be found. 

Our Christmas holidays were spent in happy surround- 
ings as gifts were interchanged and a festive and goodoh 
time was enjoyed. The bespangled and festooned 
Christmas tree which the American Red Cross put up in 
front of their headquarters attracted the attention of all 
the Yanks because of its reminder of home, and of the 
New Zealanders because most of them had never seen 
one before. 

News of more promotions was received here as Chiefs 
Shafer, Cadarr and Bradbury advanced to Warrant Of- 
ficers and Chief Rusek was appointed Ensign in the deck 
force. 

The abundance of fresh fruits, meats, vegetables, milk 
and ice cream, the dealing in English currency, the no- 
ticeable employment of women in men's peace time jobs, 
the novelty of driving on the wrong side of the road, the 
colloquialisms of New Zealand everyday speech, the vari- 
ous and intricate dance routines, all were features that 
we were becoming accustomed to when word was re- 
ceived that we were to leave these most livable and lov- 
able shores to return to "Island X" routine minus our 
Officer in Charge who had been recalled to Noumea for 
duty. 

It was a bitter pill to swallow but as the French say 
"C'est La Guerre" and with gear lashed in seagoing 
fashion we wended our way through memorable streets 
of Auckland to the pier where we boarded our ship 
while tear-eyed females watched, shouted and waved a 
fond "cheerio." On the journey, many funny, serious and 
odd stories were told of experiences but the New Zea- 
land trip will live happily with us for years to come. It 
was an excellent tonic after fifteen months of arduous 
struggle with the climate, disease and hardships of the 
Tropics. 

The sky was clear and cloudless as the ship slowly 
made its way, dodging between islands and reefs to the 
shores of Banika (Russell Island) in The British Solomon 
Island group. This island boasting all the greenness of 
Samoa but having less mountainous terrain was a bustling 
military metropolis as ships discharged their cargo, the 
shore units constructed buildings and pontoon docks, and 
all equipment seemed to be in constant motion. 

We disembarked near a newly-constructed fighter strip 
and were transported to our camp located on another 
finger of the island. Those days of easy living in New 
Zealand were soon sweated out of us as we laboriously 
pitched our camp in order to get cover over our heads 
by the time darkness fell. However, that was not the 
end of our day's activity because all hands were mus- 
tered to unload and store all supplies which had accom- 
panied us on the transport ship. K-rations were in order 
for the first few days and the comedown from the rich, 
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fresh, vitamin-filled meals of New Zealand was decidedly 
noticeable. 

Somewhere in the process of moving, the ecclesiastical 
candles and wine of the Chaplain had been inadvertently 
misplaced and perhaps had fallen into unauthorized 
hands. The actual disposition has never been fully or 
officially known and will perhaps remain one of the dark 
secrets of the battalion. However, the incident did have 
repercussions of a bombastic nature and it may be at 
some future date that the full truth will out. 

The island officials lost no time in making demands 
for working personnel even though this place had been 
designated a staging area. A high rate of production 
was required and due to the period of heavy rain both 
equipment and men were given a stiff workout. Work 
was on a six and one-half day schedule with Sunday after- 
noon devoted to military instruction and practice. 

Soon the work and military program became too 
heavy so the work was limited to six days and one-half 
day of training was given. This training brought us back 
to our Samoan days when we'd snoop, and poop through 
the marshes and over the mountainsides. However, with 
the lapses in between, it took some time to re-condition 
and re-acclimate us to this routine. Various problems 
were mapped out with travel over alligator-infested 
swamps, through briar-ed bushes, across felled trees used 
as bridges and along open roads, using every conceivable 
type of concealment. During the course of this training, 
a group of replacements joined us and being fresh from 
the States were well-conditioned and accustomed to ex- 
tended order drills and military meanderings. These men, 
however, were detached within one month and assigned 
to another battalion making an early forward movement. 

About this time, additional promotions were made as 
Chief Wooley was ordered to the States for a Lieuten- 
ant (jg) commission and Prank Hursey, SKIc, who had 
been one of the battalion entertainers, became a pro- 
bationary Ensign in communications. 

On February 16th Lt. Comdr. L. C. Tschudy reported 
and assumed charge of the battalion. He had been Of- 
ficer in Charge of the 141 st Seabees and had left that 
outfit on BuPers orders assigning him as relief for Comdr. 
Heckler. Comdr. Tschudy made his first addess to the 
battalion at the movie area and spoke of a forthcoming 
movement. He intensified the weekly military drill and 
stressed the importance of being prepared. 

Draftsmen and dozer operators working cooperatively 
with the new Officer in Charge made plans for the de- 
velopment of an armored bulldozer cab. These plans 
were submitted but inasmuch as the Army had perfected 
an apparatus of heavier armor plate, the designed cab 
was not used. However, the one built according to the 
design was used for a short period in the initial operations 
of our new move where it was found ideal for protecting 
the operator from falling coconuts when clearing plan- 
tations. 

A rifle and pistol range was built at this base and in 


accordance with a set schedule each member of the bat- 
talion spent a day of sighting in and firing 40 rounds of 
ammunition. A competitive score system was inaugu- 
rated to give more stimulus to the shooting and many 
experts, sharpshooters and marksmen were found. A box 
lunch cart was operated from the battalion galley and 
hot lunches were served each day at the range. 

On February 27th, 292 more replacements joined the 
battalion and were quickly molded into the battalion's 
organization in training for the forward movement. 

It had been our misfortune to reach this island during 
the rainy season and our short tenure here was spent in 
wallowing in sloshy, slippery mud, dodging falling coco- 
nuts in our coconut grove camp, running drainage ditches 
through our tent area, and scampering to fox holes in 
the darkness of the night as Bougainville-based Jap 
bombers paid infrequent and damageless visits. Many 
humorous stories are told about the latter incidents but 
every raid was accompanied by seriousness and order. 

In the middle of March, the total tonnage, cubes, 
weight and markings of each piece of equipment 'was 
compiled and later in the month the gear was loaded 
aboard a cargo ship. Two officers, Lt. Young and Lt.(jg) 
Patch, were assigned temporary duty to accompany the 
cargo to our next "Island X" and they departed late in 
March. 

Lt. Comdr. Evans, who had been Executive Officer 
since November 1942 and despite recurrent illnesses had 
managed to remain with us, found that the combination 
of a stomach ailment and a tropical disease was too 
burdensome and he was sent to the hospital on March 
31st for future transfer to the United States. Lt. Bryant, 
who had compiled all movement material, then became 
Executive Officer. 

In April we boarded a ship which in peacetime had 
been known as the "Southern Cross" and had accom- 
panied Admiral Byrd on his journeys to the South Pole, 
and sailed two days later for our new destination. Reach- 
ing the southern tip of New Guinea, we waited a week 
at Milne Bay for a convoy and then through treacherous 
and narrow straits on a starless night the convoy sailed. 
On board the ship's band gave daily entertainment pro- 
grams and on Easter Sunday the ship's chaplain arranged 
church services for all faiths. 

Eager and anxious for action we arrived in See Adler 
Harbor in the recently won Admiralty Islands. War- 
weary Japs were daily being captured by the forces 
ashore and when it was learned that our assignment was 
to be Lombrum Point, ravaged entrance area of our initial 
troops on Los Negros, we eagerly awaited the signal 
to go ashore. An armed searching party was dispatched 
to locate a suitable temporary camp area and an ade- 
quate water supply and on the following day the remain- 
ing personnel came ashore. 

The force with which our troops had struck was imme- 
diately evident as the destroyed Jap ships lying just off 
the shore, the huge bomb craters, the dismembered arms 
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and legs of dead Japs, the remnants of a communication 
system, the mined trails, all pointed to a stiff but de- 
cisive battle. Sensing the urgency of the development 
of this base, the battalion personnel pitched in with a 
wholehearted, cooperative effort and on the first day 
while a temporary camp was being constructed, cat skin- 
ners were at work levelling off an area for a seaplane 
ramp. 

An additional draft of MO men was received at our 
temporary camp and their outstanding abilities and no- 
ticeably fine spirit fitted perfectly into the working pat- 
tern of the battalion. 

The temporary camp area was under constant guard 
as Japs had been on the prowl for food and were com- 
ing out of the hills to steal supplies. Many attempts 
were made but due to the alertness of the guards, they 
were scared away with an even score (no food stolen, no 
Japs shot) resulting. The mammoth land crabs and the 
deadly large-sized snakes gave many uncomfortable mo- 
ments to us as we awakened in the darkness of early 
morn to find a crab inside our shoes enjoying the softness 
of our socks, or a snake curled coyly on our clothes. 

Unfortunately for us we had arrived in another rainy 
season and as we transferred to our permament camp, 
our trucks and carts bogged down in bottomless mud. Our 
new camp site was cosily situated at the top of a hill 
overlooking the long harbor and the mess halls, heads 
and showers had been built and our quarters were ply- 
wood decked and ready for occupancy. Both before and 
during this move to permament quarters, the tempo of 
the work was increasing and additional jobs were being 
assigned daily by the Fourth Construction Brigade and 
the Second Construction Regiment. 

Lombrum Point on our arrival had no standing build- 
ings and was but one besieged plain dotted by topless 
palms. In one month, businesslike Seabees had convert- 
ed it with coral roads and frame buildings into a thriv- 
ing center for personnel from repair units who came 
ashore to carry out their share of the war's work in their 
particular specialties. Before finally leaving this area, 
the battalion completed a Seaplane Base, a gas gener- 
ating plant, a road system and electrical, sewage and 
water supply systems. The water supply system furnished 
a supply not only for the Bases and Camps located on the 
point but also six weeks after landing was able to give 
one hundred thousand gallons a day to ships. 

As an inspirational note, the Officer in Charge took 
to the microphone to give verbal praise or admonition 
to the battalion's members. He fought long and enthu- 
siastically with Island officials for the institution of a six 
hour a day tropical work schedule and when it became a 
reality he demanded a full six hours of concentrated toil. 
His pre-cinema speeches continued through the battal- 
ion's tenure here. 

The incident of the capture of five Chinese laborers 
whom the Japs had requisitioned to work for them on 
these islands has been told in many versions but the state 


of alertness on the part of Tex Hamill and Joe Finnegan, 
as well as the bi-lingual ability of Sing Get Wong, were 
the most important factors in their apprehension. 

At this island additional enlisted men were advanced to 
officer rank as popular Chief Randorf and geologist 
Charles Paulson, CMIc, were advanced to Lieutenants 
(jg) and Chief Davis and Ralph Wood, custodian of the 
laundry, were successful candidates for midshipmen 
school. 

Our movie area, featuring a tropicalized Neon sign and 
a light-dimming effect, was nestled in a natural valley and 
through volunteer labor, 2500 seats were installed. With 
the best equipment on the island, the latest Hollywood 
shows were presented. Many travelling service shows, 
plus shows from the Fleet's ships, appeared here and were 
enthusiastically received. Our own Second Anniversary 
show was a complete success and as an added attraction 
bulky, arm-waving Frank Gaetani gave an extempora- 
neous good-bye speech as he eulogized the good will 
and good fellowship of the battalion. 

There were many changes in our officer personnel as 
our three senior Lieutenants advanced to Lieutenant 
Commanders, the 6 CEC junior grades were promoted to 
full "Looies" and our Supply Corps officers were pro- 
moted to next higher rank. Carpenters Hunter and 
Bezanson, Pay Clerk Bradbury and Dr. Shirey departed 
in the early stage of our stay and Dr. Mandel, replace- 
ment dentist, arrived, served with us for a while and then 
departed on the appearance of Dr. Gault, a homeward- 
bound officer. Chiefs Monnig, Clemo, Kelly and Stidham 
were appointed Warrants and little Dr. Joe Wloczewski 
left for Statewide duty in August. In the late stages, 
Dr. Myers reported and departed, Dr. Tate was ordered 
to the Solomons, our Chaplain left for Pearl Harbor, 
Lt.(jg) Kenneth Norie, who joined us at this base as an 
Ensign, remained at the base with another battalion, and 
Lt. Comdr. Tschudy, the Officer in Charge, left for new 
duty. A contingent of new officers, who had spent many 
months in the Pacific, joined us for the homeward trip. 
They were Chief Carpenters Cain and Marsh and Lt. 
Magnusson. 

During all this period in the Pacific, Gerty, our mascot, 
had remained aloof and had behaved admirably. But 
one day her morals slipped a bit and a short period later 
she presented her guardians with five little mementoes, 
who, after being given the proper mothering for six 
weeks, were presented to officers of other activities as 
Gerty prepared for the homeward journey. 

Among other interesting occurrences was the appear- 
ance of many old battalion members who paid us visits 
at this base. Chief Cobb, who was at one time adjutant 
of "A" Company, reappeared with another Seabee bat- 
talion. Chief Morris, one of our original chiefs, came off 
a heavy cruiser to visit us. Keeter, a baker in our Sa- 
moan days, was attached to a Lion outfit at the base. 
Chief Harry Lehman, hustling storekeeper of two bases 
with us, came off a supply ship and exchanged notes 
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with us. Ensign John Rusek, who left us In New Zee* 
land, returned for a day's visit from a transport ship when 
he learned of our presence at this base. 

Another Incident was the case of the missing orders. 
Orders were received in the early part of our construc- 
tion work for the detachment and return to the States of 
the Warrant Officers and Ensign Barnes who had risen 
from the ranks. However, the need for officer super- 
vision was great and a campaign of "‘pushing the jobs" 
was on so after consultation with higher authorities, a 
request was made that they be retained on board and 
the orders were never delivered to those concerned* 
Later, when new orders were received and the complete 
facts were told to the officers, a standard joke for many 
weeks thereafter was a reference to the game of play- 
ing ‘‘Orders, orders, who's got the orders?-' 

On October 1st we secured Our work and turned over 
all activities and the majority of our replacement per- 
sonnef who had joined us m February and April to a 
brother Seab.ee outfit, and we carried on unofficially by 
Working lor them until the arrival of our ship* While 
waiting., a battalion softball league was formed and com- 
petition was keen and hotly contested as the different 
companies vied for the honor of being champions* All 
companies and the CPOs played a good brand of ball 
but Company '‘D*’, sporting a flashy combination, came 


out on top under the managership of Jerry "Mc&raw*' 
Sullivan, SF I c, Company “8" and Headquarters Com- 
pany also fielded strong teams. 

In November with 570 men and 28 officers, the bat- 
talion boarded one of the nation** newest transports. The 
officer personnel consisted of thirteen of our original of- 
ficers, seven officers appointed from the enlisted ranks 
and eight officers who had joined us frpm time to time. 
Of the enlisted men, 425 were from the original crew, 
47 from the October ‘42 draft, 90 from the January *43 
draft and the remainder were men who had joined us 
from time to time. The nest day we sailed away cheering 
for ourselves at the achievement of converting a deso- 
lated, war-tom Point into a hustling, bustling Advance 
Base on the journey to Tokyo. We re-crossed the Equa- 
tor and the International Date Line and visited Pearl 
Harbor on our homeward cruise. 

Through all the months* the fine morale and esprit de 
corps of the men of the battalion have been outstanding 
qualifies. The coordinated effort and cooperative spirit 
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"Talofa" said the Talking Chief as the guests walked 
up the two steps to the floor level of the fale. He was 
dressed in the ceremonial tapa cloth lava lava secured 
around his waist by lapping and tucking in, he carried a 
fly switch of fibre about 12 inches long fastened to a 12- 
inch wooden stick, and he had a fragrant ula of jasmine 
around his shoulders. An ula was brought to each guest 
and placed on his shoulders. They were of various flow- 
ers; some, more modernistic, were made of pieces of 
cellophane folded in rosettes. The pebbled floor of the 
fale was covered with several thicknesses of woven grass 
mats and seated on them, forming a ring inside the posts 
supporting the roof, were a number of men of the village, 
their legs crossed with their feet tucked under their 
knees; some of higher rank rested a foot on top of the 
opposite knee. The guests stepped carefully inside; 
some fearful of soiling the mats removed their shoes; they 
greeted the Chief and joined the circle, alternating with 
the natives. A polite attempt was made to assume the 
sitting posture of their hosts but after a time this unac- 
customed position caused such obvious aches that the 
ever polite and considerate hosts suggested the guests 
stick their legs out in front, lifting the edge of a mat to 
cover up their feet. 

A speech of greeting was made by the Talking Chief 
in Samoan which was afterwards translated by one of the 
young men. The guest of honor replied in English and 
this was translated into Samoan. 

Shortly afterwards several smiling women and girls, 
not wearing the grass skirts they would have a few years 
previously but still adorned by beautiful ulas, entered 
carrying small banana leaves, the size of tea trays, on 
which were individual portions of various foods; a leaf 
was placed in front of each guest. The breadfruit was 
in chunks about the size of an apple and it had the con- 
sistency of and looked and tasted like chestnuts; a little 
of it went a long way. Taro leaves, as well as the root, 
were served. The leaves were like spinach and the root 
was mashed and resembled mashed potatoes very close- 
ly. What looked like a small portion of antipasto turned 
out to be octopus creamed in cocoanut milk. The octo- 
pus meat is pounded to a pulp before cooking as other- 
wise it is too sinewy to chew. When served with cocoa- 
nut it is not unlike creamed smoked mackerel and is very 
good. A couple of baked green bananas about 3 inches 
long lay alongside the octopus; they were just as pala- 
table as the biscuit in K-rations. The meat consisted of 
stewed chicken and pork. The former was stringy and the 
latter appeared rather raw. It had probably been pre- 
pared in the usual manner — the pig killed by strangula- 
tion, bound to a spit without cleaning, exposed to the 
fire for not too long and then carved. None of the 


guests who were aware of this method were able to de- 
scribe its flavor as they didn't eat it. The beverage was 
cocoanut milk served in the shell; the tops had been 
knocked off all except that of the Chief and the guest of 
honor. Both of theirs merely had one of the eyes punched 
out, the Chiefs being stoppered with a small cocoanut 
sprout. Although there were avocados, papayas and 
pineapple growing outside, these did not appear. As the 
meal progressed the Chief gave the guest of honor on 
his right a chicken wing from his "tray." Fingers were 
used exclusively in eating, which was pretty difficult with 
something like mashed taro; as a sop to civilization a 
bowl of water was passed at the conclusion of the meal 
for those who couldn't clean their fingers sufficiently with 
their natural apparatus. 

After the remains of the food had been removed and 
the floor of the fale tidied up a root of kava tree was 
brought out by the Talking Chief who tossed it to his 
neighbors. It was passed around to anyone who was in- 
terested and then given to the village virgin who with 
another daughter of a Chief went just outside the fale 
and pounded it to stringy shreds in a wooden bowl about 
18 inches in diameter and 6 inches deep supported 
by a dozen or so short legs around the rim. The bowl 
was then brought back in the fale and placed on the 
floor near the Chief. The village virgin sat in front of 
it and the other girl brought in a bucket of water, a por- 
tion of which she poured in the bowl. Then the virgin 
took a strainer which looked like a bunch of long strands 
of excelsior, ran it through the water picking up particles 
of root, wrung out the strainer oyer the bowl and then 
shook the root particles outside the fale. This perform- 
ance was repeated several times, more water being add- 
ed occasionally. Eventually the liquid was clear and the 
strainer thrown aside. The virgin sat complacently back, 
the Talking Chief spoke a few words in three loud shouts 
either to scare the devils away or to invite the presence 
of the spirits and then shouted out a short speech. While 
he was doing this, the others around the fale slowly 
clapped their hands. This being completed, the virgin 
arose, took a polished half-cocoanut shell, dipped it in 
the kava and as she advanced toward the Chief she swept 
the cup down to the floor, up above her head and then 
down to his hands in one long graceful motion. He took 
it in one hand, sticking his thumb in as was his privilege, 
poured a slight amount on the floor, murmuring a few 
words, then looked at the assemblage, said "Manuia" to 
which they responded "So fua" then drank the entire 
cupful. The virgin returned to the bowl, filled the cup 
again and advanced to the honored guest. She once 
more swept the cup up from the floor but only raised it 
shoulder high before she passed it to him. He took it 
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•in the hand nearest the Chief. repeated the actions of 
the Chief but held the cup in both hands ai he drank, 
jn passing the cup to the other persons present the girl 
merely swept the cup from the bawl to the recipient. 
Each of the natives before drinking murmured a few 
words and said the equivalent of ''here's how*’ to which 
the guests all responded ‘‘So fua,° “Down the hatch,”' 
Some of the natives and several of the guests tool only 
a sip of the peroxide tasting fluid and threw the rest 
behind them, Outside; a second helping was served to 
those who wanted It. Silence was preserved while the 
first serving was made but at its completion everyone 
Joined in general conversation. After a time the Talk- 
ing Chief made a long speech and then the honored 
guest did likewise. This was followed by everyone who 
wanted to speak doing so in order of rank. When this 
had subsided The women, who had apparently finished 
eating the leftovers and cleaning up, entered the fab 
sifting off fn ^.Corner; soon they were humming and as 
the fab quieted down a song was started. The true 
Polynesian songs are not like the popular ones sung, by 
the Hawaiian* or Maoris but are Oriental in sound and 
arrangement. The tunes seem to be in a minor key, The 
pauses do not come at regular intervals; at first one h

reminded of Gregorian chants and, like those chants, 
the tunes cannot be picked up immediately as can the 
time worn phrases of European music. When they be- 
come familiar they have the same nostalgic charm that 
the occidentalized Hawaiian melodies have. After the 
air of a song was sung once, other voices would join in, 
in two, three, or four part harmony for which the Samo- 
ans have an extremely keen ear. 

After two or three songs a couple of ten-year-old girls 
came to the center of the floor and did a dance to the 
accompaniment of another tune. The dancing consisted 
largely of movements of the arms and hands; the natives 
professed not to know the meaning of the gestures and 
movements but from other sources it is learned that the 
position of the hands indicates fish, trees, rain, spirits, 
love, tales and so forth. The dancers moved their feet 
either twisting them or raising them rhythmically but they 
did not use the rolling motion of the hips commonly as- 
sociated with Polynesian dances. As the dancing pro- 
gressed, more persons took part in it, weaving in and out 
and going through patterns of movements which they 
could not explain. Once in a while a soloist would ap- 
pear doing a knife dance, not dissimilar to the Scottish 
sword dance, or a dance in which there were a great 
many intricate hand motions, clapping the hands to- 
gether in front, behind, overhead or against the ankles, 
knees, hips, elbows or other parts of the body, jumping 
and kicking the heels together or the feet against a post 
in an exhausting series of movements. The dancers wore 
various costumes from the simple cloth lava lava or a 
grass skirt, through which peeked rayon panties, to an 
elaborate tape cloth garment beaded with shells and 
decorated with shark's or dog's teeth. All the dancers, 
of course, wore ulas and flowers in their hair. 

The dances were not limited to a select few but it 
might happen that when a couple was dancing, one of 
the spectators would feel inclined to join and without 
hesitation did so; there was no resentment on the part 
of the original pair, in fact it was felt to be rather a com- 
pliment, room was made and possibly others would also 
participate either voluntarily or on being pulled in by 
those already dancing. This was not restricted to na- 
tives but guests were lifted to their feet and clumsily 
took a small part in the affair. None could say they 
didn't enjoy it and few could truthfully say they would 
have preferred a metropolitan night club to this scene 
of unrestrained pleasure. 

The last song of the evening was "Tofa Mai Feleni," 
the famous song composed upon the departure of Ad- 
miral Kimberly who, with his crew, stayed in Samoa await- 
ing another ship after his had been lost at Apia during 
the hurricane of 1889. The words have been changed 
by the present American Forces and the ever polite na- 
tives have fallen in with them and it is now sung "Tofa 
Maligi": "Farewell, Marines." As the guests left the fale 
the strains of this tune followed to haunt them forever 
with the memory of this and other nights among friends 
in the South Seas. 


PRPRLRGI WRIER 

On* of the jobs assigned to the Eleventh Seabees 
while in American Samoa during the early stages of the 
war consisted of developing an adequate water supply 
for the facilities of a prospective airfield, a large marine 
training camp, and a station hospital. The source of 
supply was a large stream rising on an uninhabited pla- 
teau a mile from Leone. The village already had a water 
system but the springs which supplied it were inadequate 
for even their consumption and it was then proposed to 
connect the village system with the supply line. 

The site of the proposed dam and reservoir was at 
the upper end of a steep, narrow, rocky gorge at the 
foot of a 75 foot falls. To get materials to this spot it 
was necessary to build a corduroy road for about a mile, 
erect a 20 foot bridge, and break a tractor trail through 
the jungle, part way in the stream bed itself, to within 
500 feet of the site. From there it was not feasible to 
build even a tractor trail. This part of the job and the 
pipeline was completed largely by the sweat of Chief 
Cessna and Carpenter Gallaher. 

The actual construction was done under the super- 
vision of Lt. Krantz by natives who were hired in the vil- 
lage after a lengthy conference with the chief of the 
village, his talking chief and councillors, during the course 
of which gifts were exchanged and the conferees in- 
dulged in the Kava ceremony and a meal of stewed 
chicken, boiled taro, bread fruit and papaya. The work 
progressed normally until it became time to pour the 
five foot high spillway section which stretched for 75 
feet across the stream below the falls and formed the 
75,000 gallon reservoir. It was decided to pour this in 
three 25 foot sections, each to be completed in one day. 
The big problem then was to get the materials from the 
stock pile at the end of the tractor trail to the mixer in 
a constant flow as there was no room at the site for any 
storage; the mixer had already been carried up part by 
part. A talk was had with the native laborers and since 
the village was to benefit by the work, each man volun- 
tarily marshalled his mother, wife, daughters, sisters, 
cousins, and aunts and on the appointed day about two 
hundred women all dressed in similar clothing appeared 
at daybreak, made little baskets out of palm leaves, 
filled them with sand or stone and carried them, or a 
bag of cement on their heads or slung from a pole, to 
the designated site. The older women made and filled 
the baskets, cooked the taro and canned meat, and all 
day accompanied by laughter and native songs, which 
sound like chants, the materials moved in a steady stream 
to the mixer and then as concrete into the dam. 

Enough credit cannot be given to Eric Ripley and his 
father Leoso who were responsible for the details of the 
constrqction. They were not untried as the LMS church 
in Leone was already a monument to their ability. With 
their men, they were direct proof of the fact that Poly- 
nesians are certainly not indolent when there is work to 
be done. It is only among civilized people that it seems 
desirable to do more work than is necessary to provide 
a livelihood; to a number of Seabee observers this com- 
munal life of the Samoan seemed almost ideal and the 
help the community of Leone gave towards this project 
should be a source of pride to them and a great credit 
for their part in winning one small portion of this war.

FIRST IMPRESSIONS. 

Dwarfed almost to msignificance by the remaining dis- 
tance between ship and shore, and by the dominating 
background of Mont d*Of and th«9 high ranges beyond, 
the port city mates slow progress in the picture it paints 
for its visitors. Not until within almost shouting distance 
do fhe details become interesfing'—whftt had been for 
many miles back but a hazy smudge »n the foreground, 
topped by a tall stack trailing a iong plume of sulphury 
smoke, hesitantly takes shape as a nickel ore rendering 
plant of some magnitude; — docks and warehouses finally 
slip into place in proper perspective; — -the city grows 
ever farther backward along the coastal fiat and out into 
fhe highlands, in a patchwork forest of mingled rooftops 
and treetops: — highways laden wifb their two-way, crawl- 
ing traffic lines, assume their proper character and are 
seen converging on the port; — and lastly, When but a 
few ship-lengths from shore, does the human element be- 
come apparent as the guiding hand and animator of the 
panorama idm to become better known to the j Mh 
Sea-Bees as Noumea, the capita^ the metropolis, the 
main sea-port of New Caledonia, France’s faNflung an- 
tipodal colony. 

At the dock of Nickel/’ ship and passengers part 
company. With an efficiency born of repetition, the 
transition from ship to dock is quickly accomplished. 
Transfer Is then made to waiting trucks and before dusk

purple-hued outline; but slowly and steadily coming info 
sharper focus as the Xoefe homes her way to port, New 
Caledonia finally dawns m a splendor of color and de- 
tail. As the ship threads her way through the pass fe 
the great outer reef and into fhe harbor at Noumea/ the 
majestic and impr&ssivemass ofMontd'Or (Mount Gold- 
en) overlooking the bay'/ makes it clearly evident that he 
is welcoming into HVs embrace "des bans amis/’ Fully 
justifying his name for the occasion, he captures the 
golden rays of the late afternoon sun, mb'rtfrs them full 
on the train at his broad slopes, lets fall his robe m soft, 
folds of deep purple to the hem of ermine-capped surf 
at his feet, and in all the majesty of his regal splendor, 
beams a welcome to these latest American arrivals to 
his shores. 


Of*r CdtHp in New Caledonia. 
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has fallen, men and baggage are en route to the new 
camp site. First glimpses however, have been had of 
many things in and near Noumea, and in these is the 
promise of further investigation as soon as camp reor- 
ganization has been completed and daily routines estab- 
lished. 

THE NEW CAMP. 

Setting up camp on this move is a matter of starting 
from scratch. With the sun perched on the brim of the 
western horizon, truck after truck rolls into the new area 
there to discharge a confusion of men, bags, boxes, and 
bundles. A high-gear "can do" effort is the automatic 
response of every man to the task of readying things 
as much as possible before night comes to limit opera- 
tions to the short radius of the portable light plants. 

The camp site is found to consist of a series of con- 
tour terraces, roughly carved out on a sloping hillside; 


it is on the lower steps of this great staircase that the 
first tent shelters are erected. Simultaneously, prelimi- 
nary set-up of other essential facilities is undertaken and 
so, far into the night, the camp grows and spreads as 
trucks continue their endless rounds of cargo hauling be- 
tween the dock of "le Nickel" at Noumea, and the camp, 
six miles away near Pont-des-Francais, overlooking Con- 
ception Bay. 

Living is primitive during the first few days of ele- 
mentary camp organization. Close acquaintance is made 
for the first time with breakfast, dinner and supper ration 
packs, handed out to supplement the yet meager galley 
output. Close acquaintance is also made with near 
neighbors; — the Cafe Normandy whose output of fried 
egg sandwiches and lemonade seems to be never-failing; 
— and the 6th Sea-Bees, who take over our chow prob- 
lem for a few days. A shower is contrived somehow and 
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tapped into an existing line through which water flows 
sometimes. There are rough spots here to be smoothed 
over, both literally and figuratively; each succeeding day, 
however, sees some improvement over the day before. 
— Tent row after tent row grows up the terraced hillside; 
—office tents and supply tents rapidly fill their appointed 
spots; — galley and messhalls begin to function regularly 
and more satisfactorily; — head, shower, and laundry fa- 
cilities are reported ready and put to use; — and the day 
soon comes when camp building details are secured, the 
plan on paper has become an actuality in the field, and 
enlisted men and officers alike of the I Ith Battalion are 
finally "at home" in their latest of canvas capitals, ready 
to tackle whatever jobs the morrow brings. 

In pausing to take in the refreshing sight of the new 
camp, rising tier on tier like a huge grandstand, the van- 
tage point offered compels a sweeping view of the sur- 
roundings. On three sides, the slope tapers downward; 
—on the starboard side, to a slightly lower level where 
are encamped the 6th Sea-Bees, thence down to the 
aquamarine waters of Conception Bay and the compound 
of Conception Mission on the farther shore; — in the cen- 
ter foreground, to a wide, verdant valley floor, with wind- 
ing stream and hedgerows, farm homes and buildings, 
fields and gardens; — and on the port side, to the "gen- 
darmerie" or small fort and police headquarters for the 
district, where flies the tricolor of France, and where, clus- 
tered about the four-corners at the cross roads, are the 
few habitations that contribute to the modest, physical 
aspect of the hamlet, Pont-des-Francais, near the bridge 
that crosses the stream. 

With the single exception of the break where the 
ocean invades the "baie de la Conception," the back- 
ground immediately beyond rises in a combination of 
crowded rolling hills and abrupt ascents which carry the 
view high up to the "Grand Massif Central" or central 
mountain range of New Caledonia, seemingly anchored 
at one end to the great bulk of Mont d'Or, and losing 
itself to the view, in the other direction, in large, loose 
cloud billows, breaking over its crest. 

Bright sun and crystal-clear air combine to bring every 
detail into sharp outline. Far off on a distant slope, are 
the unmistakable signs of a nickel ore-stripping operation. 
A nearer peak shows a trail snaking its way to the summit. 
Expanses of open woodland and masses of denser forest 
growth higher up the range meet the roving eye, and 
although a clump of coconut trees is seen occasionally, 
as well as other familiar forms of tropical vegetation, it 
is not the thick-matted, all-enfolding type of jungle 
growth that has been observed before. Here is a cli- 
mate sub-tropical in character, on the dry side a bit, and 
with a distinctive vegetation. 

The "niaouli," a type of eucalyptus, white-barked, and 
of gnarled and twisted growth, is interspersed every- 
where; — it is the "white birch" of New Caledonia. The 
acacias, in several varieties, all alike, however, in the fra- 
grance of their inconspicuous golden blooms, cluster in 


hedgerows, trail along stream banks, and otherwise pleas- 
ingly occupy many an odd corner and cranny. As plenti- 
ful as the golden rod in any vacant lot of any suburb in 
the Ohio valley, is the colorful lantana shrub in New Cale- 
donia; it is the companion growth of the "niaouli" and 
in thick, green banks studded with characteristic vari- 
colored rosettes of bright pink, red, and white, it romps 
everywhere over the landscape, hand in hand with its 
stark-limbed "attache." Thickets of prickly pear and a 
few other spiny members of the cactus family securely 
guard the dry barren ledges they occupy; while in narrow 
mountain gorges, tree ferns thrive in the damp shade 
they love so well. Dark green, glossy-foliaged lemon 
and orange trees, wild and untended atop some fertile 
knoll, display their golden treasures and blatantly pro- 
claim to all, visiting Californians and Floridians alike, 
the merits of the place as citrus land. 

Such are some of the natural characteristics surround- 
ing the new camp. The picture isn't complete, however, 
without some mention of the mosquito pest that puts in 
its appearance shortly after camp has been established. 
It is a months-long, annual affair, so they tell us, and 
lucky it is that this biting female is neither a carrier of 
the "moo," nor of malaria. But she does carry a sting 
and a fearless attack after nightfall to any exposed flesh; 
— so let him beware who won't cover up thoroughly and 
use mosquito repellent liberally on what's left. Mosquito 
bars, of course, are not new and successfully thwart any 
night attack in the "sack." 

In every other way, however, climate, surroundings, 
and living conditions are restful, comfortable, and en- 
joyable. Days are balmy, nights are cool, the outlook is 
diversified and interesting, camp routines and schedules 
are stabilized, chow is looking and tasting better every 
day. — Who says the I Ith wasn't "lucky" in making this 
beachhead? 

LIBERTY TOWN. 

With first liberty, a trip to Noumea is very much the 
plan of the day. In smartly pressed and sparkling uni- 
form, the hitch-hike to town is quickly made. There are 
sights to be seen, souvenirs to be purchased, things to 
be done, contacts to be made, etc., etc.; — but who can 
estimate how much a Sea-Bee's day of liberty will en- 
compass, and how varied its occupations will be. An 
estimate of the town's possibilities however, will give a 
clue to the answer. 

Months of isolation where there are no cities or towns, 
no shops or stores, lend an aura of pleasant prospect to 
the possibilities of doing a little outside shopping in town. 
The two leading department stores, Maison Barrau and 
Maison Ballande, are to Noumea as Macy's and Gimbel's 
are to New York; as Marshall-Fields and the Merchandise 
Mart to Chicago; and as the emporium or general store 
to any town or hamlet in the United States. But no 
sooner having passed the portals, is first contact made 
with wartime rationing, restrictions, and limitations of 
civilian-consumer material; — shelves are bare, stocks de- 
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pleted, the sale of most consumables is "defendu" to the 
serviceman. In short, 'Vest la guerre" and the cupboard 
is bare. Shopping has its bright side, nevertheless, and 
becomes a rather pleasant occupation as the charming 
"demoiselle" chosen, of course, in preference to the more 
elderly saleswoman, is plied with question after question 
of this or that item; and, since "ici on parle francais," 
every opportunity is offered to make use of whatever 
knowledge is had of the French language by the prospec- 
tive purchaser on the one hand, and on the other hand, 
of the English language by the pretty salesgirl. Even 
when poles apart as far as language is concerned, it is 
amazing in some cases the results achieved by the use 
of the universal sign language. 

With an eye to business, however, and despite the 
critical shortage of almost everything, the souvenir de- 
partment of every small shop and store manages to put 
on a display of at least a few items of "tourist bait." 
Novelties of carved wood, costume ornaments fashioned 
from sea shells, native "aloes" (fringed doilies woven 
from the dried and dyed fibers of the aloe plant), souve- 
nir photo albums, woven grass handbags, tortoise shell 
necklaces and bracelets, polished conch shells, — to men- 
tion a few, are on sale, but the law of supply and demand 
is functioning much in favor of the demand with the re- 
sult that prices, quoted at so many francs, are decidedly 
in the higher brackets. Many a "Souvenir de la Nouvelle 
Caledonie" nevertheless, makes its way Statesward to 
give notice to the folks back home of a stopover at this 
place on our itinerary of the South Pacific Islands. 

Book shelves are equally on the lean side and a search 
for historical data reveals but one or two English-lan- 
guage editions to give to the newcomer to New Cale- 
donia a background of its discovery, development, in- 
habitants, and resources. There are, too, the "beginner's 
how to speak French" type of pamphlets, and perhaps 
one or two more advanced types of manual. Possessed 
of a sudden thirst for knowledge and sensing an imme- 
diate need for a better acquaintance with the "parlez- 
vous"; — with an eagerness for study and an aspiration 
for early fluency with the language; — many such texts 
are purchased to become, for the duration of the New 
Caledonia stay at least, companion works to the Blue- 
jacket's Manual in many a Sea-Bee's library collection. 

To the enlisted man, Noumea presents itself also as a 
city of goldbraid; for, with the headquarters of the SoPac 
Navy Command here, it is the focus and stamping ground 
of numberless Naval officers of every rank. Whereas 
many things are "defendu" to the service man in Nou- 
mea, the formal salute is a "must" and is enforced. 
Wasn't it one of our own I Ith Sea-Bees who was asked 
for an encore so that his sideways wave of the hand could 
be correctly interpreted as a salute: — And who doesn't 
recall the walk on the parade ground with a smart salute 
each time the flag is passed? . . . the lot of the unfor- 
tunate one who failed to salute an officer in Noumea 
while those special SP's were looking. So, while saluting 


cannot be classed strictly as an amusement or a sight to 
see in Noumea, it is definitely a pastime to which per- 
force, our somewhat "asiatic" I Ith Sea-Bees soon be- 
came accustomed and proficient. 

On first visit to Noumea and under the heading of 
amusements, sightseeing is the main dish. With an at- 
mosphere typical of its French colonial development, col- 
ored by native Melanesian influences, and varied by the 
influx of Javanese, Cantonese, Japanese, Hindu, and 
many other oriental and occidental national traits, Nou- 
mea provides many strange sights for the Yank, in its 
people, its customs, its edifices, and its general character. 

From the formally garbed, sober, French business man- 
ager, or industrial operator, with cane and top hat, to 
the scantily clad, savage-looking Melanesian aborigine, 
with lime-dyed, reddish-blond, frizzy hair and wooden 
club; — from the smartly turned-out "Parisienne" to the 
demure, pantalooned, and petite Cantonese mother with 
baby bundled "papoose-fashion" on her back; — the peo- 
ple and styles of Noumea and New Caledonia run the 
gamut of practically the entire scale both in humanity 
and in fashions. 

It is surprising to learn that the siesta has its counter- 
part here, with all business coming to a standstill for 
several hours at mid-day and in early afternoon. 
Whether bom of local custom or military expediency is 
not known, but surprising too it is, to learn that bars and 
cafes dispense their beverages and liquors for only a 
short time in the morning and then not again until five 
o'clock in the afternoon. However, Sea-Bees "can do" 
and usually did, sometimes to their utter confusion and 
dismay when they finally came to in the "bull pen" await- 
ing proper escort back to camp. 

Favoring continental influences, Noumea boasts no tall 
buildings and thus rambles unimpressively through its 
many blocks of low, flat-roofed structures. Verandas 
and iron grill work are everywhere, and typical of the fa- 
voring influence; modern design is encountered in the 
suburbs, however, where new, small villas proclaim the 
latest in architectural modes. Several block-square parks 
in the heart of the city, and main boulevards tree-lined 
with exotic "flamboyants," give Noumea a tropical flavor 
all its own. By way of striking contrast is the Javanese 
tenement section down by the nickel works; — here, hun- 
dreds of these laborers and their families are crowded 
into tenements, the stark aspects of which make even a 
New York "east-sider" Sea-Bee shudder. The communi- 
ty bathtub, built out front of each tenement row, is the 
strange sight which greets the close observer; an importa- 
tion, we are told, of Javanese custom. Primitive and in- 
timate, yet of an order not too far removed, is the dis- 
turbing sight to the American eye of sewage disposal in 
vogue in the city proper, where the majority of disposal 
is accomplished by means of small open, brick-lined 
trenches leading to street gutters and thence into storm 
sewers. Salt-water flushing of streets, however, is regular 
and methodical. 
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With the ocean making bold entry on three sides of 
the city, beaches are numerous and it is but a matter of 
minutes fa one of the nearer seashore fun spots. Here 
are sights to delight many a Sea-Bee's eyes who, after 
a ten-months’ appraisal of the dusky, heavy-featured 
type of Polynesian beauty, finds a welcome change in 
ed^iriisgrflte'trifnt shapely, and but lightly -tanned "Cale- 
doriienne,*' If fcdayV preview allows but a momentary 
glimpse, due note is taken of the possibilities of a future 
rendezvous rn the most highly acceptable social sense. 

A circuit of the remaining "spots 0 about town dis- 
closes a surprising number of stands of the '‘copey-island'' 
variety, speciaJizmg w cheap jewelry, curios, and souve- 
rvirsfor weak lemonade and paper4bm sandwiches; or a 
poor grade of ice-cfeam and sodas; -—ail cafering to 
and patronized almost solely by the American service- 
man, with prices boosted accordingly, an enterprise, 
collectively, which has earned for Noumea, in the minds 
of many, a strictly mercenary and somewhat unsavory 
reputation. The Red Cross Servicemen's Canteen, how- 
ever, h a iamtflar oasis in all this otherwise not too satis- 
fying scene. A shower* or just a M freSbener > n followed 
by a cup of good '‘joe," a few crullers, and a smoke nr 
two in the lounge, provides rest and relaxation, and one is 
5*hen ready to start in sightseeing again. 

One Structure claiminq the attention of all as an archi- 


tectural sight, and of others as a place for a few moments 
of devotional retreat as well, is the cathedral. High- 
placed on a rocky eminence overlooking the city* ih twin 
towers framing a beautiful facade, the cathedra^ fash- 
ioned erf cut and carved stonework along simple gothic 
lines,, is the center of the French religious hierarchy of 
the island. The sombre yet colorfully decorated interior 
conveys almost an air of gayety so typical of the French 
people themselves, and which seems to find expression 
even in this setting for their sedate and dignified rituals 
of Roman Catholic worship. Beta In niches and on: ped- 
estals, France's saintly immortals, — Sarnte Jeanne d'Arc, 
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■— <$amt LouU, roi de France, — Sainfe Genevieve de 
Fern, transplanted to this far colony, together with other 
lesser saintly personages and an angelic company, stand 
a never-ending sanctuary watch. Here too, at this de- 
votional magnet for the preponderantly devout French 
colonials, may be observed the N&w Caledonian in Ks 
finest and Sunday-beit; -^a pleasing sight to '*|e bon 
Dieii" no doubt, and to a Sea' Bee visitor likevdsei 

With Noumea pretty well covered from the stand- 
point of the sightsee-er* with an unusually persistent tired 
feeling from pounding the unaccustomed sidewalks and 
pavements,, and.; a 


taur ant beckons invitingly to the liberty hound. The 
'VJiner-du-jour‘‘ is served without the necessity of strug- 
gling with a menu or of ’making a choice; —at most ho- 
tels, there is but one type of mtsai available at one sit- 
ting. Wine ; the universal table beverage, copiously in- 
dulged in with meals by Frenchmen of every rank and 
station, is found to be too “sour 0 usually, do the American 
palate* to be appreciated. A demi-tasse with the des- 
sert, however, is an eye-opener when H comes to coffee 
drinking, for this decoction of the native Caledonian 
coffee berry is of a strength unknown in America, and 
even without a single drop of spirits &d.d&d v it »v thought 
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by many visitors, at first taste, to be some version of a 
cafe-royal with quite some kick to it. 

With military curfew about to sound the end of the 
day's liberty in Noumea, souvenirs, books, and other be- 
longings are collected, "bon soirs" and "au revoirs" are 
whispered by those lucky enough to have made "con- 
nections," a passing truck is hailed on the boulevard for 
the ride back to camp, and so to the restful confines and 
slumber of the securely mosquito-barred "sack." 

PEOPLE. 

The racial diversity in people which has already been 
observed in Noumea, becomes more apparent as time 
progresses and further contact is made. The French ele- 
ment itself falls into two general divisions, not from char- 
acteristics of racial background however, but rather from 
the standpoint of political views entertained and the posi- 
tion in which the colony is placed with respect to the 
mother country. The French "metropolitain" is the gov- 
ernment employee, or business representative, or investor, 
or perhaps other affiliated transient opportunist. His 
main interests are in France and not in New Caledonia. 
The French "colonial" on the other hand, is the New 
Caledonian first; — he is the pioneer stock, the store or 
shop keeper, the rancher, the farmer, the worker, to whom 
New Caledonia is primarily home and livelihood. He 
traces his ancestry back usually two, three or four gen- 
erations; — to one of the first arrivals perhaps, or then 
again to one of the many exiles from France whose voy- 
age under duress to the penal colony at "lie Nou" may 
have occurred during the last half of the nineteenth cen- 
tury. He is the rugged individualist, and the majority 
influence in New Caledonia. 

Following the fall of France, "colonial" New Caledo- 
nians, beset by a local government with ear attuned to 
the orders emanating from Nazi-dominated Vichy, and 
disconcerted by the implications of impending Japanese 
occupation, converged from every last town and village 
upon the Governor's house in Noumea; there, in a blood- 
less coup-d'etat, they forced the abdication of the Vichy 
protagonists, in favor of a new governor and cabinet 
wholly committed with its people, independently if need 
be, to a last ditch stand against any and all aggression. 
Thus it was that the Free French "croix de Lorraine" 
sprouted in New Caledonia. Thus it was, too, that New 
Caledonians in recounting the tale, praise "les Ameri- 
cains" and the Coral Sea victory of American Naval 
Forces as the first, and a decisive step, in removing from 
their shores the threat of Japanese invasion. 

A distinct oriental, racial group is observed in the 
many Cantonese and Javanese people who inhabit New 
Caledonia. Small stature, dark olive complexion, and 
oriental dress are their main distinguishing features. Their 
appearance on the New Caledonia scene, to whence 
they come from their respective native lands, is marked 
usually by a five-year period of indentured labor, during 
which time, both men and women labor as miners and 


ore handlers for the nickel works, or as farm hands, or 
household servants, earning but small wages and literally 
sweating out their five-year apprenticeship. At the ex- 
piration of the contract, the Javanese or Cantonese be- 
comes a freeman; he may return to his native land; or 
he may become naturalized, send home for a bride if not 
already married, and toss his lot in with the New Caledo- 
nians. He can, and usually does, continue his accustomed 
work at wages he can bargain for, or he can develop, 
singly or in partnership, other pursuits such as a pushcart 
business, a small farm, or a tradesman's shop, as inclina- 
tion and ability may direct. 

The native Melanesians constitute the native racial 
group and exhibit the widest range on a scale measured 
in terms of civilization. Evidence still remains of a far- 
gone day that must have seen New Caledonia peopled 
by multitudes, if the extent of the long unused, dimly out- 
lined, rice-growing terraces is to be the criterion; yet, 
today, their number is very small and history records no 
clue as to the cause of their depletion nor is there any 
reasonable explanation to be found elsewhere. The ad- 
vent of the white race to the island effcted neither a 
decrease nor any subsequent appreciable increase in the 
native population, so there is no connection here. 

Colonizing effort, directed toward the natives by the 
government, has made some headway in removing them 
from their thatched, hive-shaped huts and crude manners 
and methods of living. Under this program, a subsistence 
homestead, initially and entirely subsidized by public 
funds, is provided; but many such abandoned projects 
testify to the lack of appreciation of these efforts and 
the seemingly natural lack of industry on the part of na- 
tives. The colonizing effort, following on the heels of 
the evangelisation of the natives by the missioners who 
have brought their houses of worship, their schools, their 
elementary medical dispensaries, and their spiritual and 
material interest, has succeeded in clothing the natives 
in some semblance of occidental fashion, and in marshall- 
ing, for the common good, what application to toil 
can be coaxed from them. The Melanesian, neverthe- 
less, is still in great majority, the primitive though not 
so savage being he was eight or nine decades ago. The 
last of the great native uprisings against the whites, re- 
sulting in considerable massacre and bloodshed on both 
sides, in 1878, and successfully quelled under the com- 
mand of Admiral Olry, Governor of new Caledonia, 
whose heroic replica in bronze today adorns a circle on 
the main boulevard of Noumea, marks the final capitula- 
tion of native rule and influence to the more dominant 
surge of French Empire over the lands and the people of 
New Caledonia. 

Considering the dual contributing factors; first, that 
many "liberes," exiles who had served out their sentence 
in the penal colony, had found it more suitable to remain 
in New Caledonia than to return to France; and secondly, 
that eligible white women were scarce in the early pio- 
neering days; — it is neither surprising nor unexpected 
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associated therewith perhaps, whose naming will bring, 
with the tejfthg. some of the spice and savor of the initial 
enjoyment connected both with the place and the people. 

The local story relates that quite some time ago, a few 
l^rcpfcan white-tailed deer were imported to New Cale- 
donia by an ambitious pioneer who had visions of estab- 
lishing h&s own private game preserve. Little did he 
realise the agility of these animals in clearing obstruct- 
ing fences; little couJd he have ever suspected the sub- 
sequent rapidity of their multiplication once loosed in this 
grassland, entirely devoid of natural enemies and with 
but few hunters end dogs to give chase. Hut overleap 
they did; — and multiply and increase too; — and howl 

L»8uL(jg) Zaonie Brantley can give many more details 
of the hunting scene, as can many more battalion men 
who profited of this hunter’s paradise to occupy both 
pleasurably and successfully some of their free time. The 
particular open range which offered, among others, such 
attractive hunting possibilities of both deer and wild pig, 
was up-country toward Tontouta; there, with drivers and 


that intermarriage between french white and colored rfa- 
tive occurred. Succeeding generations, therefore, have 
seen a complexity of blood lines on a scale to preclude 
any possibility of the growth of severe racial, color dis- 
tinctions, and accordingly, the acceptahoe of the dark 
complexion in New Caledonia’s affairs is universal. 

Though the questionable lineage and blood line may 
sometimes sound a note of caution in higher circles of 
society, the average Caledonian is in pc wise disturbed 
by what is now ’passe/' nor do visions of color traits in 
the offspring greatly deter from following the inclina- 
tions and dictates of the heart when confronted by the 
flashing eyes and compelling beauty of one who is "up 
peu noir jeufement/’ 

Thus h patterned, to Sea-Bee eyes, the quilt of many 
textures and of many colors, that is the population of 
New Caledonia. 

PLACES. 

Certain places there are in New Caledonia which 
merit mention by reason of the oppoftMnities they of- 
fered for sport and ’’divertissemeofs”' and people too,

With plentiful servings of steak 
and eggs, *nd french-fried chips; lettuce, tomatoes, and 
country-style bread; w vm rouge 5 * and *Vw blancyV and 
fresh creamery butter; ^fhe fe*>t v*v cpmpl&ttr jf the 
way to a maifv heart Ts fhrbUgh h'iz stomach, then surely 
Mama Salles has ibund- a i.pct vh/nnrfny f.j>h $e#-Bec\ 
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environs Invaded for a chance to vary the Navy chow 
with the miscellaneous and usually satisfying fare of New 
Caledonian restaurants, "petit* cafes," and home cuisines. 

It is far-wandering Sea-Bee geologist and mineralo- 
gist Paulson, no doubt, who can fill in the scientific as- 
pects of the land formations and mineral distribution in 
New Caledonia; however, there are the hikers such as 
Glen Monnig* Jim Newby* and Hank Brandley* to mention 
a few, who can add something else about such interesting 
places as *‘le Casque d« Gendarme," — that sharp peak 
on the far side of the valley directly opposite the camp, 
with the trail snaking ih way to the summit; "ie Mont 
de$ Crosses G^utes,'” -—-the highest peak in sight on the 
cresf of the range of "Ie Grand Massif Central"; the 
high-stepped mountainside of the nickel ore strip min- 
ing operation beyond St. Louis Mission, with its gravity- 
operated* ore bucket; cable ways; the picturesque gorge 
spilling down from high mountains beyond, at the Intake 
of the Noumea water supply; — and finally, to the many 
more highlands and lowlands which came under the scru- 
tiny of land-touring Sea-Bees by reason of the scientific 
interest they afforded, or the pursuit of an exhilarating 
pastime which they permitted. 


Battalion, signs begin to hover over the camp of an. early 
completion of the work program and another move. The 
scuttlebutt factory begins to grind out every manner 
and type of "dope" as to the destination and naturer of 
our next move. It is settled at last, that we’re not going 
home; —our orders are to head for New Zealand, for 
rest and rehabilitation. 

In view of these prospects, it is no wonder that New 
Caledonia begins to pale^ days before departure. The 
distant fields of New Zealand are much greener, the pros- 
pects more enticing and exciting. At last, with M d-day," 
comes the reversal of the order of our landing procedure, 
and with camp finally secured, the last of the truck con* 
vuys pulls away and winds along the now familiar route 
to the deck at "fe Nickel." Boarding of the new ship out 
in the stream is done via small landing barges shuttling 
back and forth in the first hours of darkness. 

New Caledonia has been "une bonne amie," and as 
her llth Sea-Bee visitors quit her shores, probably for- 
ever, it is then that she sheds a few tears of friendly emo- 
tion. Is that not the significance of the misty, caressing 
rain that dampened the persons, but not the spirits of 
the llth Sea-Bees, that night as they waited to board 
ship by the dock at "le Nick©r'7 "Adieu" then, to you 
"Bonne amie. — Nouvelle Galedfome,"

USNR, subsequent to the explosion at the Nickel Deck. 
Noumea, New Caledonia, on I November 1943, 

"2. Officers and men of the LL 5. Fire Department 
answered a fire alarm at the Finger Piers of the Nickel 
Dock and operated water and foam lines on the fire 
directly after the explosion occurred * thus helping save 
Fingers Piers No. I and No. 2 and a large portion of 
the ammunition stored near the pier. This personnel, 
lacking detailed knowledge of the contents of the full 
ammunition boxes on the dock, risked their jives m 
extinguishing the fire and at the same time keeping 
nearby ammunition cooled down, knowing that at any 
minute another explosion greater than the first might 
occur. As a result of their disregard of their own per- 
sona! safety a number of the men received minor in- 
juries from flying shrapnel and 50-caliber shells. 

*% I take pleasure in officially recognizing this cou- 
rageous and Important service by members of the U. 5. 
Fire Department at this base."

On I November 1943 in Noumea, New Caledonia, 
while a ship was being loaded with ammunition, an ex- 
plosion occurred causing considerable property damage 
and foss of life and resulting in a fire which threatened 
to destroy the dock and the ships tied up to It. A num- 
ber of men belonging to the 1 1th battalion were attached 
fo the Noumea Fire Department and they were called 
upon to fight the conflagration. Despite exploding am- 
munition and powder their efforts were successful and 
the damage due to fire was not excessive. 

One of the I Ifh battalion men attached to the fire 
department was Alex Pa ntelis Rempelakis, MMIc, a na- 
tive of Greece who had immigrated to America before 
the war. He had left his wife behind and after his coun- 
fry Wat overridden by the enemy he had heard nothing 
from Her nor of her fate. Desiring to fight m the com- 
mon cause he joined our Navy and wav assigned to the 
Sea- Sees. His post of duty was on the dock and the 
force of the explosion injured him so seriously that he 
died the fdliewjng day* 

Commendations were given the fire department and 
Its personnel as shown below; 

From Admiral W. Halsey, Commander South Pa- 
cific Forces — 

"For meritorious devotion to duty under adverse 
circumstances following the initial explosion and re- 
sultant Are at a dock of the Naval Advanced Base, 
Noumea, New Caledonia, on November I, 1943, 

. ... ... with complete disregard for his 

own safety, assisted in saving a large portion of the 
ammunition stowed near the fire and in the removal 
of the Injured from the scene of the explosion. Al- 
though aware of the possibility of another arid larger 
explosion he continued his efforts despite flying shrap- 







At Russell, near the northern tip of North Island, in a 
famous deep-sea fishing locality, Lh Comdr. Evans gained 
fame by catching a 662 pound Make shark, the second 
largest on world-widei records. Due to the limited scope 
of this article other spectacular accomplishments in a 
wide and varied field of activities must needs go unpub- 
lished. 

Much has been written of tht* attainments of this 
spunky little nation of I , 700,000 people ; of the amazingly 
large percentage of its citizens serving ijf* the armed 
forces; of the enviable record of its fighting forces on 
the fields of battle; of its innovations In social legislation 
which have practically guaranteed "a living wage*' and 
made it a land free from poverty or extreme wealth and 
one whose crtieshave no slums, But we of the Eleventh 
BaHaliofv saw and enjoyed the nation-wide hospitality and 
Congeniality of its people; admired their devotion to their 
wartime duties and corresponding acceptance of incon- 
venient restrictions. As for the universal good chow, it 
was wonderful) Even the warm beer we became used to. 

The Polynesian Maoris wq recognized a$ first cousins 
of our old friends, the natives of Samoa. 

Wa were fortunate to be in New Zeeland during the 
holiday season; Christmas, Boxing Day, New Years, when 
all stores and factories close down completely for a fort- 
night. Certainly not like being home at Christmas time 
but such e vast improvement over an Island X Christmas 
that in some respects it seemed as good as being home* 
The genuine hospitality of these good people in so readjly 
accepting us, taking us into their homes, outdoing them- 
selves to make sure we really felt at home and enjoyed 
ourselves — all this added Immeasurably to the pleasure 
of our stay in New Zealand and leaves us forever indebt- 
ed to its countrymen. 


The trip to New Zealand was the first voyage for the 
battalion about which there were no secrets or specula* 
tion. Everyone knew and approved (that certain other 
place being out of the question) of our destination. After 
fifteen months" steady work there was naturally a good 
bit of eagerness and curiosity, too. about this vacation; 
there were ample phone numbers, information and ad- 
vice gathered here and there, principally from our neigh* 
bors, the Sixth Battalion, The prospect of rest and re- 
laxation was a welcome one but the anticipation of sev^ 
eral weeks in an English-speaking civilization where your 
activity — even including rest and relaxation — became a 
matter of individual choice, was reflected in th© good 
humor of all aboard, The crew of the ship also demon- 
strated an eagerness to get squared away for shore leave 
as they literally dumped us, bag and baggage,, on the 
dock at Auckland* 

On first going ashore we were divided into three 
groups and quartered for a few days at three separate 
areas in and around Auckland. The Battalion was then 
assembled at Waikaraka Park; about 9 mile* from down- 
town Auckland. After a depressing day or twc of tent- 
pitching and setting up a complete camp ta Thif aban- 
doned sports arena, with much rain and shivering {even 
the New Zealand Summer was considerably cooler than 
the climate to which we had become accustomed) con- 
ditions began to improve rapidly. Choice groceries ar- 
rived at the galley — steaks, fresh vegetables, lettuce, 
tomatoes, real cream, strawberries, ice cream— and in 
abundance. We were beginning to appreciate this won- 
derful country! The weather took a turn* for the best and 
was practically perfect for the balance of our stay. 

Battalion restrictions were at a minimum although the 
base regulation I A.M. curfew was a bit unpopular among 
a certain element. 

Arrangements were soon completed so that every 
member of the battalion could take a 1 0-day leave. Ad- 
ditional shorter leaves also were arranged toward 
the end of our stay. New Zealand Is a vaca- 
tioner** paradise. Here in art area approximately 
the size of Colorado era grouped the lakes and 
snow-mantled peaks of a Switzerland, geysers of a 
Yellowstone, volcanic cones of Java and- Japan; the 
mineral springs of Czechoslovakia, fiords of Nor- 
way, seacoasts of Maine and California, and water 
falls higher than Yosemite.

EHPL0RPTI0I1 OF LOS lUGROS 


Shortly after arriving at Los Negros, a search was made 
for road surfacing material. The coral deposits along 
the shore not appearing too good, a quarry site was 
sought and after a brief investigation in the nearby area 
it was decided to explore the interior of the island. A 
party consisting of H. M. Hall, CSp(X), C. Paulson, CMIc 
and a couple of others started out early one morning, 
each carrying a full canteen, a box of K-rations and a 
carbine. A watchful eye was kept for any sign of Japa- 
nese as reports still had a number of the enemy on this 
island and although they were supposed to be pocketed 
in a remote corner, there was always the possibility of 
some infiltration of individuals foraging for much needed 
food and ammunition. 

Following a narrow trail up and down steep inclines, 
through small streams, along slippery side hills, pulling 
themselves up almost vertical slopes being careful not to 
grasp the spiny stems of some of the ferns, the party 
walked through the hot musty jungle sweating as never 
before. A raucous bird-call sounding like a cross between 
a guinea fowl and a turkey heralded the advance of the 
party. Once a pigeon was seen to land in the top 
branches of a tall tree; green parrots swooped suddenly 
like hawks through the thick foliage while purplish black 
birds resembling black leghorns scuttled across the trail 
ahead. The leading member of the party carried a switch 
to break the tough cobwebs which spanned the path; 
in the center of each web crouched a 2 ^ -inch spider. 
A colony of ant hills looking like rotten stumps clustered 
in one sunny glen; each was about 12 inches in diameter 
and 18 inches high. Little lizards, black, brown, gray or 
green darted off the trail, halting a short distance away 
to look inquisitively at the strangers. 

At one place, cliffs of calcified coral rose up 100 feet 
above the trail and in their shelter was found an aban- 
doned Japanese bivouac. Thatch roofed lean-tos with 
bamboo floors raised two feet above the ground had 
apparently housed officers while a few sticks of bamboo 
in potholes in the cliffs served as quarters for other mem- 
bers of the company. In one lean-to were pieces of 
women's clothing, packets of pink face powder, leaflets 
and fashion magazines indicating that female compan- 
ionship had not been lacking. Several bags of moldy 
flour, rusted cans of food, beer bottles and clothing re- 
maining nearby indicated the haste of the former in- 
habitants' departure. Along the trail were scattered gas 
masks, rubber soled scouting shoes, leather grenade cases, 
rifle shells, hand grenades and off on the side a rusting 
25 cal. rifle was discovered. 

The trail proceeded down steps cut in the rock to the 
edge of a mangrove swamp where it crossed on the roots 


which formed a solid though slippery foothold. It finally 
came out at the head of a large lagoon where the wreck 
of a Japanese landing craft still lay. On up the opposite 
hill the trail went and at the summit where evidently an 
enemy machine gun nest had been, the tops of all the 
trees were missing and the ground was pockmarked with 
shell holes. A smell of sweet garbage pervaded the air 
and the source was all too evident. A shoe with a foot 
in it lay near one of the holes, a pair of trousers with 
one leg still occupied was nearby, bloody pieces of uni- 
forms, a partially decomposed skull and other scattered 
human remnants told a grisly story. The party passed 
on downhill and across a long flat towards the sea on the 
opposite side of the island. It was about four miles in a 
straight line but by the zig-zag up and down trail which 
had been followed, seven miles were actually traveled. 

At the edge of the jungle was the site of a native 
village, but all that remained were a few upright posts 
about eight feet high with a semi-circular notch cut in 
the tops to support the ridge poles of the burnt dwell- 
ings. The former church was outlined by a series of posts, 
stained red, on some of which were painted a small white 
cross. The tops of two of the posts were carved to rep- 
resent a small human figure, one with a chain around its 
neck from which hung a cross. Below the human figure 
was that of an alligator standing on its tail, its mouth 
open, seeming about to swallow the figure above; a 
strange mixture of Christianity with the more primitive 
beliefs. A few broken canoe paddles, pot-hooks and 
heavy sticks shaped like boomerangs lay around. The 
"boomerangs" had been cut from saplings just below a 
crotch and the branches had been trimmed off about 
12 inches from their junction. To the end of one of the 
forks had been bound a razor-edged piece of obsidian 
which had spalled off a larger piece of the lava. Along 
the shore, under the wide spreading branches of a giant 
shell-splintered tree was what was left of a Japanese field 
piece with ammunition, gas masks, helmets, ration boxes 
decorated with oriental hieroglyphics, rain coats and oth- 
er clothing scattered about. The reconnaissance party 
walked down the beach and within a mile and a half came 
upon a second village very much like the first one. 

This was one of the few dry plains on the island and 
it was afterwards decided to route the mainroad along 
this shore through the two villages. Some months later 
when some of the members of the party returned to the 
spot the natives were found to have brought back their 
families and household goods from nearby atolls by heav- 
ily laden out-rigger canoes hollowed out of logs. They 
were then living in hastily constructed grass huts resem- 
bling igloos in shape while they industriously rebuilt the 
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villages. If was a communal undertaking, the men who 
were not out ffshirtgwero in the junqle cuffing and trim- 
ming the ports and ridge poles the boys and girls were 
cuffing thatch and bringing it in in huge bundles and the 
women, sitting in rows under the trees, were stripping 
the heavy vein that runs down ths middle of the long 
leaves before binding them to the withes and braiding 
them: to form plagues for roofs and S?de$. Same of the 
old men were erecting the building frames which were 
trussed and braced as skillfully as any white man’s dwell- 
ing. A law of the small children had half a hollow cocoa- 
nut sfteS m their hands from which they were acting "sak 
^at;’ v e jjft&nire of sago and fish. The natK^ varr?: v#ry 
?li*rk; »n cobf : the women's heads were shaved but tb* men 
pride in their woolly hair which 'was of a burnt 
orange color from extensive llrhe treatment, The lobe? 
of tbs- vm.ri ( i ears hod been so ifr^fbhod by "earrings'' 
worn on ceremonial occasions -that they were Up 
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over the tops of the ears to keep them out of the way. 
The only garment worn was a brief loin cloth or a grass 
apron fore and aft. The women wore beaded arm or 
leg bands made of small beads sewed on leather; these 
must have been a product of civilization. The people 
were clean and odorless as are all island natives and there 
was no sign of disease except the mouths and gums of 
some were reddened by betal-nut juice. One and all 
greeted the strangers by saying, "Hello, Joe, where you 
go?" and then "cigarette?" 

Close by the village was a spring and this seemed like 
a good place for lunch and a brief rest. Before resum- 
ing the hike, the now-empty canteens were refilled al- 
though the precaution of adding a few drops of iodine 
didn't make the water too palatable. Resuming the 
journey the trail went up the shore and then back across 
the plain toward some cliffs which could be seen about 
a mile away. These proved to be about 150 feet high 
and upon inspecting them, numerous caves, some fifteen 
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or twenty feel deep, were found, in which it was evident 
Japs had recently been living. Hidden on shelves and in 
crevices were weapons, ammunition/ articles of clothing, 
some large wooden bowls of native manufacture/ 24 to 
3D inches in diameter, and other wooden implements ap- 
parently appropriated when the natives fled from their 
villages. The load of souvenirs was now heavy and there 
were yet si* or seven miles of rugged country along un* 
faisultar trails before camp could be reached so after 
foofcmg over this possible source of aggregate, the party 
hurried on. 

Uphill and down, duckmg under low branches, walking 
around occasional shell holes, once In a while passing 
stretches of a hundred feet or so where there would be 
a rope of knotted vines along one side of the trad appar- 
ently to serve as a guide at night? sliding down inclines, 
pulling themselves hand over hand up banks, crossing over 
long bogs where the trail was a few bamboo sticks laid 
parallel to each other and 


deep in the muck, clambering through swamps over map’ 
grove roots like tight-rope walkers, wading along the edge 
of another lagoon where the soft sand footing wai at 
least not slippery and once in a while skirting trenches, 
fojtholes or bamboo shelters where that sweet sickening 
odor of putrefying human flesh told its story to the passer- 
by, on went the party and finally came out of the jungle 
into an overgrown cocoamit plantation not far from 
home. 

Dusk had fallen, the camp guards must have been post- 
ed and as they were known to be slightly trigger-happy 
some good Yankee songs were loudly whistled with what 
breath remained as the last steep rlsegftHe trail was 
slowly climbed by the tired feet. The lights of the camp 
were finally glimpsed sparkling through the palms and 
as the top of the hill was reached the welcome camp 
sounds and the smell of food in the mess hall floated to 
the ears and nostrils of the worn out but satisfied trav- 
elers.

They had been treated harshly but not cruelly but when 
the first opportunity to escape presented itself they took 
advahtagis of it. 

The boys were brought back to camp where with many 
bows they told their story to the Officer in Charge, 
Afterwards they were fed at the gafiey where they 
seemed to thoroughly enjoy occidental food; they had 
been, living on fruiti, faro, and yams. Subsequently they 
were turned over to the Commandant of the Naval Base 
where they became technical prisoners of war and as 
such Were sent to Australia.

Early in the Battalion^ stay in the Admiralties Carpen- 
ter Frank Cadarr,, Joe Bnnegan, MMlc, and Tex Hamit!, 
BM I c, were investigafmg a reported booby trap which 
was interfering with proposed construction work when 
they suddenly came upon five Chinese laborers who had 
secretly escaped from the Japs and had hidden out un- 
til the Yanks had thoroughly overrun that area, ft being 
difficult for the uninitiated to differentiate between Japs 
and Chinese and knowing of the treachery of the former, 
although there were friendly gestures on the part of the 
V#|p* *P*‘ and' Bamifl returned hurriedly to camp 
jjrti tkkfl Sing Get Wong, SfMfc, a China-born 
natM#^fixed American attached to the Battalion, they re- 
traced the?* steps through the jungle and contacted the 
refugees again.

"Servicemen conchologists are facing the opportunity 
of a lifetime," said Archie C. Goddard, CBM, of the 
Eleventh Seabees while discussing his favorite South Pa- 
cific hobby of shell collecting. 

"With the dragline digging into the seabottom and 
spewing their take along the shoreline, conchologists have 
within easy reach the finest mollusks of the Pacific. Never 
before in conchology history has so easy and so personal- 
ly — inexpensive an expedition been organized," he as- 
serted. 

Archie is one who should know, as he has been a shell 
collector for fifteen years in and around St. Petersburg, 
Florida, where he conducted a contracting business. He 
is a charter member of the "Shell Club," which congre- 
gates at St. Pete for discussions and display of the dif- 
ferent shell species. 

Archie's system is to determine the particular shell he 
is looking for and then to follow the dragline as it dis- 
charges. All other shells uncovered are "gravy" as he 
continues his search. Archie isn't easily discouraged and 
has considerable patience as he peers over the collection 
and generally uncovers the particular shell he is after. 

To the uninitiated collector, cowries, cat eyes and olive 
shells hold a certain fascination, but, in their efforts to 
gather these, they overlook some of the oddest and rar- 
est mollusks existent. According to Chief Goddard, it 
takes years of practice, and a knowledge of what you are 
searching for, in order to garner a noteworthy collection. 

A Cat Eye's real definition is "a calcareous opercu- 
lum," which is in reality a door that closes the aperture 
when the body is drawn into the snail. The cat eyes we 
found on the Admiralty Islands come from the turban 
shell of the deep-sea snail family. "Cat eye," according 
to Archie is a misnomer as in conchology circle it is re- 
ferred to as "Cow eye." 

Cowries are the shells which natives fashion into neck- 
laces and sell to travelers. Samoa has the best available 
source of this type of shell. 

The olive shells are in abundance here, and there are 
many different classifications — Harp, shells, golden olive, 
golden and tiger olive, redmputhed and yellow-mouthed 
olive. 

Goddard's collection includes six different types and 
colors of the specie volutes, which is known as the "aris- 
tocratic" family of shells. One of these is known as the 
musical volute, another the Junonia, and another the im- 
perial volute, which shell, incidentally, was found at the 
site of the present seaplane ramp. 

The chiton shell, commonly called the coat of mail 


shell or butterfly shell, is unique and different. It has 
eight separate but overlapping plates. When the chiton 
is caught the animal inside contracts into its smallest pos- 
sible size and to remove it the shell must be thoroughly 
boiled. After the animal is removed the shell displays a 
beautiful mixture of colors. This shell is a platter-shaped 
conch and ranges in size from two inches to four inches 
wide. They are commonly found out of water on rocks 
at the low tide level. 

To locate a razor-clam shell which, by the way, is a 
transparent cylindrical shell squared at both ends, shell 
collectors wrap their toes in rags, go hip-deep, and ex- 
plore the sandy bottoms with their feet. The mollusk is 
seized by the first and second toes, and, if not correctly 
grasped, the animal will inflict an ugly wound. The flesh 
of these snails is considered a delicacy by the people on 
the European coast. 

The Chambered Nautilus shell is a conch with few 
whorls, overlapping more or less, and has a wide aperture. 
It can submerge itself by taking water as it sails along 
with the wind. It is a popular belief that the Nautilus 
sail in schools, but seafarers have discouraged this theory 
as they believe this shell deigns to remain at the bottom 
of the ocean. In Paris this conch is used for cameo cut- 
ting and in making pearl ornaments as it is an all mother- 
of-pearl shell. This particular shell inspired Oliver Wen- 
dell Holmes to write a poem about it. 

Archie has one particular peeve. His friend, E. V. 
Moss, COM, of Seattle, Wash., on whom Archie be- 
stowed a conchology education, found a rare helmet shell 
whose value lies in its use for combs and which shell, 
much to Archie's ire, Moss will not relinquish. This par- 
ticular shell is about four inches high, singly ridged, coni- 
cal spired and is decorated with flame-like crescent pat- 
terns. In contrast to most helmet shells, this one is yel- 
low, brown and black, and is the most beautiful that 
Archie has ever laid his eyes on and never laid his hands 
on. However, Archie has a persuasive way and figures 
that, before this war ends, he'll be able to talk Moss out 
of his prized possession. 

In Goddard's belief, one of the principal reasons for 
the Japs moving to the Admiralty Islands was the pres- 
ence of the Magpie Top Shell, a shell running in size to 
four inches. This shell has real value in that it is pure 
mother-of-pearl. The animal inside is considered a deli- 
cacy by the Japs and it is eaten regularly by the natives 
all over the South Pacific. The shell is used for the mak- 
ing of ornaments, buttons, beads, etc., and when cleaned 
has a beautiful pearly ground with strong black wavy 
markings. 
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The Admiralty Islands seem to be the principal 
for none shells. The cones found there are free from 
corat, are alive, and in perfect shape; Right now Archie 
believes he has the best collection of cones in the vtoHd* 
all garnered from this island. There are about 400 spe- 
cies of cone in the world and about one third of them 
can be found here. 

Among other shells found along Los Negros shores are 
the imperial furban shell, the sundial shell, spindle 


shell, the great winged avicula (which the neophyte usu- 
ally passes by as if appears to be only a portion of a 
shell), venu* dam shelly n^ ‘shell and red triton 

shell- 

While Archie was in the South Pacific area he sent 
home thousands of mollusks. His collection has been on 
display in department store windows and at his home, 
where thousands of tourists have literally beaten a path 
to his door.

Upon the conclusion of the first sojourn of the I Ith 
battalion in the South Seas it is interesting to contemplate 
some of the figures connected with the two and a half 
year period this covered. 

The battalion travelled oyer 20,000 miles from Camp 
Allen, Virginia, to a point halfway around the globe and 
back to San Francisco. Tutuila, American Samoa, was 
the battalion’s first destination and ten months of seeyicf. 
was spent there. This whs fallowed by a V|yn rooathv 
tour of duty In New Catedoma, a one month (WlVabiilta^ 
tiori stop over In New Zealand, two and a half months h 
the Russell Group of the British Solomons, six months in 
the Admiralties and about two and a half months on ship 
board. 

In addition to many large scale projects, frame quar- 
ters and sanitary facilities for 11,000 men have been 
built, also 41 mess halls and galleys. 8 laundries, I Fleet 
Hospital a J 000-bed convalescent camp, I large dis- 
pensary and 2 smaller ones; 98 warehouses constructed 
of wood and steel having over 6,500,000 cubic feet of 
dry storage in addition to 100,000 cubic feet of refriger- 
ated storage space have been erected. 

Concrete and earth dams impounding over 300,000 
gallons of wafer and furbishing over 1,000 gallons per 
minute as well as an BS-toot well with 500 feet of sub- 
terranean galleries, have been constructed/ 

Twelve miles of from 4 inch to 1 2 inch pipe lines 
and five miles of pipe 3 inches or less in sire have been 
laid. Forty-four tanks having a total capacity of 6,500,- 
000 gallons have been erected. Twenty-four miles of 
new road have been built and thirty-two additional miles 
of road have been maintained. Power houses have been 
built in which generators, capable of producing 8,540 
KVA, have been installed in conjunction wifh the extensive 
transmission and distribution systems which had been As- 
signed and erected/ Numerous other insf dilations, aheta/ 
tions, repairs and maintenance jobs Have been performed 
in addition to the surveying and designing of a large 
part of the work. 

All the work completed would have been sufficient io 
furnish housing* factories, warehouses, power, light, sew- 
ers, water, telephone, airfields and water front facilities 
including lighterage and garbage barges for a city of 
1 1 .000 people.

1. Having just completed a tour of duty as Military Governor and Commanding General of Defense Forces in American Samoa, I 
wish to pay tribute to the valuable services rendered by construction battalion units of the Navy which served under my command. 

2. The Eleventh Construction Battalion was one of the first to be organized in the Navy and trained for this important duty. The 
personnel composing the battalion was selected from the construction field in civil life and included the widest possible range of 
skilled artisans in a well-balanced unit, all of whom were prepared to undertake practically any building project imaginable, employing 
almost any kind of machinery from bench tools to the heaviest equipment. Work involved: the construction of a complete airport re- 
quiring blasting away lava rock on one end and filling 1 in with coral rock out over the fringing reef to make a runway; fuel storage 
tanks, a pumping system and fuel dock were constructed; a net depot; a repair base; the development of water works and systems of 
important proportions; power plants, systems and services; refrigeration plants to meet local and depot requirements; the construction 
and maintenance of roads under most difficult conditions; the construction of shelter, galleys, messhalls, storage buildings, and the in- 
stallation of sewage systems for a mobile hospital or a large camp. The spirit of all ranks was most commendable and officers and men 
adapted themselves to conditions without confusion and assumed their duties with enthusiasm and marked skill. 

3. Under the condition in which we were operating many difficult engineering problems were presented constantly. No obstacle was 
ever too great for the Seabees; on the contrary these were always overcome, often by ingenius improvised methods. The demands 
made upon any commander in the field in organizing, establishing and maintaining an advance base and the conditions encountered in 
this theatre of operations are such that in my opinion it would be practically impossible to carry on without the invaluable services 
provided by the Seabee battalions. 

4. It was in a large measure the services rendered by the Seabees which resulted in commendation of the undersigned by the 
Commander-in-Chief for services rendered in Samoa and it is wished to give tribute herewith for the invaluable cooperation and sup- 
port given by the Seabees. Although this organization is new in the Navy, it has already demonstrated its importance and it has earned 
the highest respect and admiration among comrades in the Marine Corps. I am pleased to state that I have personally heard many 
other commanding officers speak of the work of Seabees under their commands and without exception it has been most favorable. 

5. While all ranks merit high praise, it is desired to particularly commend Commander Ernest Heckler, the commanding officer of the 

Eleventh Construction Battalion and the officers and petty officers of his organization for their splendid cooperation and efficiency in 
their work under my command. , .
